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INTRODUCTION 


It is good to know that Miss Crandall’s Cur- 
riculum of Worship for the Jumor Church 
School: First Year, published one year ago, has 
reached its second printing; and that there has 
been a wide demand from those who have used 
it, for the second volume which is here pre- 
sented. It is of the utmost importance that 
church schools should afford to their pupils op- 
portunities to share in the experiences of wor- 
ship under conditions controlled by an educa- 
tive purpose, and that they should thereby help 
their pupils to develop sound individual habits 
of worship, and train them to understand, ap- 
preciate and participate in the public worship 
of the church. 

I know of no church-school principal who 
plans this aspect of the curriculum and life of 
her school more wisely than does Miss Crandall, 
or who better succeeds in making those plans 
effective. This book, like the volume which pre- 


ceded it, records the actual experience of a 
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leader of worship in a real school. If any be 
disposed to say that what is here suggested can- 
not be done, the answer is clear—it has been 
done. 

Miss Crandall has a true conception of wor- 
ship, moreover. She conceives worship aright, 
as intercourse with God. The theoretical basis 
of her programs is to be found in such books as 
Hocking’s The Meaning of God in Human Ez- 
perience; Pratt’s The Religious Consciousness; 
Sperry’s Reality in Worship; and the little book 
by Professor Tweedy and myself on Training 
the Devotional Life. 

This book makes prayer central in worship, 
and seeks to help children really to experience 
the presence and disposition of God. Its social 
note rings true, but it avoids the error of con- 
ceiving worship as a mere emotionalizing of 
social ideals. It emancipates itself from the ob- 
session of so many makers of Sunday School 
programs, that the responsive reading of Scrip- 
ture is the primary element in any service of 
worship for children and young people. I do 
not remember to have seen a single responsive 
reading in either of these books—for which I 
am thankful. 

The most distinctive features of Miss Cran- 
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dall’s method are its correlation of a memory 
curriculum with a series of programs for the 
service of worship and its use of pictures as 
aids to appreciation of the material to be mem- 
orized, and as reinforcing stimuli to worship. 
We have long been memorizing so-called golden 
texts, chosen because of their relation to mate- 
rial for instruction. This book follows a better 
clue to the selection of materials for memoriza- 
tion. Why not memorize worship materials? 
Instead of single verses, scraps of Scripture 
without associative context, may not our chil- 
dren commit to memory those great passages 
that possess the highest devotional value? In- 
stead of learning only the latest popular songs, 
why not learn the hymns that stand the test of 
time? And rather than be content to learn and 
repeat the Lord’s Prayer only, or ‘‘Now I lay 
me down to sleep,’’ why not know a dozen or 
even fifty brief, reverent forms of prayer? 
This book is to be used with freedom and 
good sense. Some will want to follow it ex- 
actly; others should select and adapt from its 
materials. It may be used, not only in the 
Junior department of church schools, but for 
the worship of the whole school, if old and 
young worship together; not only by Sunday 
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schools, but by week-day and vacation schools; 
and not only by schools, but for family worship 
in the home. 

The present book does not presuppose the 
material of the former volume, and may be used 
quite independently. Since pupils remain for 
three years in the Junior department, it is Miss 
Crandall’s purpose to furnish a curriculum of 
worship that runs for three years. It is not 
intended, however, that the first-year pupils 
shall use the programs for the first year and the 
second-year pupils for the second year, and so 
on. The whole Junior department should wor- 
ship together.

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THE SERVICE OF WORSHIP 


z ORSHIP is a personal approach to 
God.’’1 It is contact and communion 

with Him. Through the intimacy of its rela- 
tionship, it produces and develops in the indi- 
vidual that love and devotion that is at the 
bottom of all true service. One cannot love 
God unless one knows God, and one cannot 
know God and experience His presence except 
by meeting Him in worship. It is therefore 
imperative that in our program of religious 
education we make abundant provision for 
such worship as is suited to the needs of the 
children in their various stages of development. 
Had any one of our Sunday-school leaders 
in the past been asked the question, ‘‘What is 
the aim and purpose of the Sunday-school?’’

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he doubtless would have answered, ‘‘To make 
the boys and girls Christian.’’ Yet the 
Sunday-school has failed to provide any train- 
ing whatsoever that could possibly bring them 
into that intimate knowledge of God that the 
term ‘‘Christian’’ implies. .The ‘‘opening 
exercises’? that have been used could never 
have inspired reverent and holy thoughts in 
the minds of the children or made them feel 
God’s presence. | 
We all wish that the child might learn to 
know his Heavenly Father best in his own home 
and meet Him there in the family worship 
circle, but this is the exception rather than the 
rule in present-day family life. Family wor- 
ship is almost a thing of the past. Neither can 
we hope for a place for worship in the public 
school program of to-day. It may be therefore 
that the child will get his only opportunity for 
communion with God in the Church school. 
For this reason its leaders should give their 
most careful attention to the planning of a pro- 
gram that will provide for the child a real ex- 
perience of worship, for worship properly con- 
trolled and rightfully conducted is an experi- 
ence. By the careful selection of the elements 
that go into the program, the experience will 
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develop from an attitude of reverence, love, 
loyalty, faith, or whatever the theme chosen to 
make the approach to God may be, into an 
actual realization of His presence. What more 
natural thing then should occur than a desire 
to get into closer communion with Him by 
means of prayer, which in every case should be 
the central element of the worship service? 
What we have sought to do has been accom- 
plished; the group has felt the presence of God 
and is experiencing that intimate fellowship 
with Him that will be the impelling force in 
their lives. 

Church schools are making steady progress 
in the improvement of their instructional and 
service programs, but in many instances are 
not realizing an equal development in the 
training of their pupils in worship. This 
training should include both instruction and 
drill in the elements of worship and actual 
participation with other members of the group 
in a brief, carefully planned service of worship, 
at some time during the session of the Church 
school. 

The program, which is in many places still 
referred to as the ‘‘opening exercises,’’ a name 
which suggests in itself anything but worship, 
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is too often largely a performance of the super 
intendent from the ringing of his bell to get at- 
tention to leading in responsive service, offer- 
ing prayer, making announcements, and then 
adding a few remarks for good measure. The 
group, brought together for worship, are rest- 
less and inattentive. Some talk to their neigh- 
bors or look around for something else to do, 
which they can usually find, if it is not provided 
for them. Fifteen or twenty minutes of valu- 
able time are absolutely wasted. No plan, no 
aim, no order, and above all no opportunity for 
general participation. An atmosphere of dull- 
ness, shiftlessness, and disorder prevails. 

If these same fifteen or twenty minutes are 
used for a carefully thought-out and well- 
planned program of worship, built around a 
theme of vital significance to the growing boys 
and girls, by means of hymns, responses, Scrip- 
ture readings, and prayers which are under- 
stood and appreciated by them, the whole at- 
mosphere changes into one of reverence, 
thoughtfulness, and worship. It is important 
for the creating of the right atmosphere that a 
time should be definitely marked off for the 
worship service. It is not a time for instruc- 
tion of any kind, not even in the elements which 
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go into the program. It must be a period of 
absolute quiet, free from all outside distrac- 
tions such as the moving about of secretaries, 
or pupils and teachers coming in late—a time 
when the attention is centered upon God. 

That the custom in the past has been, and in 
most schools to-day is, to make the worship 
service, or that which comes nearest to it, the 
first period of the day, is no reason why we 
should continue this practice if we find another 
time better. This, of course, should be deter- 
mined by the needs of the particular school, 
but it would seem that in nearly every instance 
the period just preceding the teaching of the 
Bible lesson would prove the ideal time for 
worship. There is not the distraction of late 
comers breaking in upon its quiet, and it is 
the best possible preparation for the work of 
the class-room which directly follows. 

Suppose that we have decided to use the sec- 
ond period for the purpose of worship, what 
use shall be made of ‘the first period and how 
shall we open the school? The school may be 
opened with a rallying hymn, a Scripture pas- 
sage from memory, and a brief prayer by the 
leader in order to bring the members of the 
group into the spirit of the day. Then may 
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come the drill in memory work, which is a part 
of the Junior program, and all phases of the 
corporate life of the school which do not prop- 
erly belong to the worship. Just at its close it 
is well to ask the pupils to find the places of the 
hymns and Scripture passage so that this dis- 
traction may be eliminated from the worship 
service. These should be posted on a hymn- 
board if a printed order of service is not used. 

It is also important that some time should 
be given to preparation for the worship which 
follows. Every service of worship should have 
a central theme around which it is built. Even 
though the service is so well planned that the 
theme stands out clearly by means of the music, 
prayer, and Scripture passage, it is well where 
children are concerned to prepare the way for 
the theme more concretely. This may be done 
through a story or talk by the leader which 
brings out the idea so clearly that the children 
can readily grasp it. Because of this prepa- 
ration they will enjoy the service of worship 
more and be the more ready to participate in 
it. For this purpose, the writer has found the 
use of pictures most effective, for the right kind 
of pictures will help to create an atmosphere 
of worship. They suggest attitudes, and it is

often possible to find just the picture that ex- 
presses the desired attitude and that will create 
the right atmosphere for the theme of the serv- 
ice. For example, if the theme of the worship 
is ‘‘Reverence,”’’ is it not clearly brought out in 
the picture of ‘‘The Angelus’’ in the reverent 
and worshipful attitude of the two peasants, 
who have immediately laid aside their work at 
the ringing of the bell and are in an attitude 
of prayer? Or it may be a joyful Christmas 
theme when Blashfield’s ‘‘Christmas Chimes’’ 
will fairly ring out the message of glad tidings, 
for even the birds in the picture suggest the 
happiness of the occasion. 

Sometimes only a few words about the pic- 
ture are necessary, since it speaks so well for 
itself, but often something about the artist and 
his reasons for painting it are interesting to 
the children and are helpful in making the 
theme clear. The picture should occupy a cen- 
tral place on the leader’s desk and should be 
large enough to be seen by all. It should re- 
main there throughout the worship service as 
the conerete expression of the central theme. . 

Some leaders make the story or talk a part 
of their worship service. When there is a pre- 
liminary period, it is much better to let this 
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preparation for worship come at its close, or 
it may simply precede the worship service. 
This is not a part of worship, for the person- 
ality of the leader is bound to be in the fore- 
ground at this point and is something of a dis- 
traction. The worship service should be en- 
tirely free from everything but the children’s 
own worship. The leader’s part is to worship 
with them. 

The worship programs should be made out 
as far in advance as possible. If the school 
closes during the summer, that is a good time 
to plan the programs for the coming year, in 
most schools from October to June. The 
themes at least should be chosen for the whole 
year. Consideration should be given to the 
church calendar with its outstanding days, the 
great national holidays, and a missionary serv- 
ice in each month. The program in every case 
should be simple and brief, following an order 
to which the pupils are accustomed. 

In planning a program we must always keep 
in mind that our aim is to bring the members 
of the group into a realization of the presence 
of God and a sense of being in touch with Him. 
To accomplish this we must carefully consider 
each element in the program. First is the in- 
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strumental prelude. This must not be left to 
the chance selection of a careless pianist. 
Some composition should be chosen to set the 
tone of the hour. It must bring the group 
from the more or less informal period of in- 
struction and drill into a reverent and worship- 
ful attitude. Next may come the call to wor- 
ship with a response suggesting the purpose of 
the hour. It is God upon whom attention is 
fixed in worship; so early in our program we 
must make His presence felt. This is best 
done by a Scripture passage which is de- 
votional in character, followed by a hymn or a 
response. The central element of the worship 
service is the prayer. Prayers for children 
even of Junior age should be brief. They 
should be social in content and filial in spirit. 
They should be dignified and clothed in beauti- 
ful language. 

The prayer should be in unison. We are as- 
suming that every teacher will open the class 
session with prayer suited to the needs of the 
particular group or that there will be a class 
prayer. It is difficult for a departmental su- 
perintendent to offer a prayer from the plat- 
form that will meet the needs of the large group 
before him. If, as is so often the case, it has 
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not been carefully prepared beforehand, it is 
likely to wander away out of the child’s experi- 
ence and take on figurative and theological 
language understandable only to adults. In a 
Church school before a group made up largely 
of Juniors, a superintendent opened his prayer 
in this way: ‘‘We thank Thee that the feeble 
thread of our existence has been strengthened 
to see another Sabbath.’’ The children, not 
being particularly concerned about the feeble 
thread of their existence, did not even bow 
their heads but talked and were otherwise dis- 
orderly during the entire prayer. How much 
better would have been a unison prayer in 
which all could have participated! 

The offering should be made a part of the 
worship service. It should be preceded by an 
appropriate Scripture sentence and received 
with aresponse. This will enhance its worship 
side in the minds of the group. The theme of 
the prelude may be continued during the offer- 
tory. 

The Scripture readings should be devotional. 
They may be passages that are themselves 
prayers or psalms or those that are most di- 
rectly God’s word to men through Jesus, the 
prophets, or the apostles. The Scripture pas- 
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sage should be repeated from memory or read 
in unison, as responsive readings are of little 
value for purposes of worship. The mechanics 
of the responsive reading are distracting and 
break up the continuity of the passage. 

The selection of the hymns is important. If 
wisely chosen, they will constitute one of the 
most powerful agencies we have in promoting 
real worship. On the other hand, if senti- 
mental, trashy hymns with popular dance tunes 
creep into our worship services, the atmos- 
phere of worship is lost and the tone of the 
service drops to the level of the hymns. The 
leader should know what good hymns are, both 
as to words and music, and use none but the 
best in the children’s worship. One way to 
obviate the danger of using poor hymns is to 
see to it that only good hymnals are in use in 
the Church school. 

With the outline of the year’s program be- 
fore him, that is, a general theme for each 
month and the different phases of it to be ex- 
pressed each Sunday; with his memory curric- 
ulum in mind; with his Bible, hymnal, collec- 
tion of prayers, responses, and other bits of 
ritual he has gathered, before him, the leader 
must fit his materials to the themes with the 
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idea of unity always in mind. Every element 
in the program must add something to the gen- 
eral theme and be a means of helping to pro- 
duce the desired attitude in the group. 

The leader should seek the cooperation of the 
teachers in determining the effect of the serv- 
ices upon the pupils. It is necessary to test the 
materials used to see if they are fitted to the 
age of the group. The worship service should 
help to produce in the child the habit of wor- 
ship, a desire to attend regularly the worship 
services of the Church, an expectation to seek 
membership in it when the time comes, and, 
above all, a consecration to a life of service for 
Christ and His kingdom. 

With these principles in mind, the programs 
which follow have been prepared and success- 
fully used with a group of Junior children. 
Kach Sunday typewritten or mimeographed 
copies of the service have been provided for the 
children and distributed at the beginning of the 
session. They are placed in the front of the 
hymnals until the time for their use at the 
worship service. Another way of using the 
services is to have them mimeographed on 
loose-leaf note-paper and placed each Sunday in 
covers made for the purpose by the children. 
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At the close of the drill period the pupils are 
asked to find the places of the hymns and Scrip- 
ture passage. The hymns used in the pro- 
grams are from the ‘‘Hymnal for American 
Youth,’’ by H. Augustine Smith, but most of 
them may be found in any good Sunday-school 
hymnal. 

When the places have been found, prepara- 
tion for worship made, and the superintendent 
seated, the pianist, without announcement, 
starts the prelude, and the service moves along 
in a quiet and orderly manner; the only words 
spoken by the superintendent are ‘‘Let us 
pray’’ before the unison prayer. There is no 
bell-ringing and no urging to more hearty par- 
ticipation in any part of the service. This is 
not necessary in a well-arranged service of 
worship with an underlying aim. A real serv- 
ice of worship always appeals to the children. 
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FE have come to recognize the need of the 
service of worship in our program of 
religious education, if it is to bring the child 
into a complete and satisfactory relationship 
with his Heavenly Father. It now becomes 
necessary to make that service effective to ac- 
complish this end. The mere participation in 
such a service, however good and carefully 
planned in itself, may still make very little 
change in the life of the child or fail to get 
from him the desired response, if some prepa- 
ration has not cleared the way. This need is 
quite apparent in the case of Junior children. 
As a part of this preparation a correlated 
memory curriculum is essential. This fact af- 
fords us the first reason for graded memory 
work as a definite part of our Church school 
curriculum. The children’s worship will be 
more real if they understand the words they 
say and if they do not have their attention con- 
stantly turned from the object of their worship 


to the pecular sound of unfamiliar words and 
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phrases as they read and sing together. Then, 
as these memory hymns, passages of Scripture, 
or other materials appear again and again in 
their worship services, they will constantly 
grow more dear to the children until they have 
become a part of their very lives. Thus, the 
children will have them for help and inspira- 
tion as long as they live. This is another rea- 
son for the memory curriculum in the Church 
school program. It will be a means toward the 
enrichment of spiritual life by the possession in 
memory of the great hymns of the Christian 
Church and of a knowledge of how they came 
to be written, as well as of the Bible passages 
that were truly inspired and so are able to in- 
spire others. 

The memory curriculum also helps the child 
to find himself in the adult worship service. 
This in itself provides a sufficient reason for 
giving it an important place in our program. 
What to do with Junior children at the time of 
the Church service has always been a problem. 
There seemed to be nothing in the service that 
appealed to or interested them, and they were 
restless, discontented, and often troublesome. 

For this reason, they have in some cases been 
excused with the Primary Department after 
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the children’s story or sermon to go home, or 
often to play about the streets, while their 
parents remained in church. In the case of 
the larger and better equipped schools they 
have been allowed to engage in hand-work 
during the hour. 

In this connection also grew up the idea of 
the Junior Church, which in many ways has 
not proved satisfactory because of the lack of 
proper facilities for worship and the right sort 
of leadership. It is likely, too, to be regarded 
by the children as something apart from worship 
and so does not bring them naturally into its 
participation in the adult service, thus defeating 
its own purpose. 

The time to begin to prepare the Junior for 
Church membership is from his entrance into 
the Junior Department. He should be taught 
to feel that the privilege of remaining at Church 
with his parents is a part of the new dignity 
he has attained upon his graduation from the 
Primary Department. 

As a member of the Beginners’ and Primary 
Departments he has been brought into the 
Church service in the hope that the religious 
atmosphere and the association with his elders 
in worship would leave upon his mind some 
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definite impression. The Junior child should 
get more than impressions from the Church 
service. He should be able to enter into its 
meaning and participate in the worship. For 
him to do this the service must in a sense be 
adapted to him, but even more important than 
this is the fact that he must be trained to wor- 
ship. He must know what worship means and 
what it has meant to Christians throughout all 
the history of the Church. Its symbols should 
be familiar to him. 

It is through the memory curriculum of the 
Church school that the Junior children may be 
trained to feel at home in the Church worship 
service, for as only the great hymns and most 
devotional passages of the Bible will be worthy 
a place in such a curriculum, they will con- 
stantly be appearing in the service without 
direct intention, and the Junior child will 
recognize something as his own. However, 
more should be expected of the service in its 
relation to the Junior than his chance familiar- 
ity with a few of its elements of worship. The 
minister should have the Church school curric- 
ulum before him as he plans his service and 
make a definite place for some of the hymns or 
Scripture passages that it contains. As the 
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memory curriculum should aim at variety to 
meet all the needs of human life and should 
contain some selections for the different seasons 
of the year and the great Christian festivals, 
he should find plenty of material to be in perfect 
harmony with any theme he might choose. 

The children will participate heartily in the 
singing of any familiar hymn, or read a 
responsive service where Psalms that they 
have memorized occur, or listen to the reading 
of the Christmas story, the visit of the wise 
men, the Easter story, the parables of Jesus, 
and any other portions of the Bible, if they 
have grown to love them as they have been 
associated with their own worship and made 
real to them by the use of the many beautiful 
pictures that may be used for this purpose. 

While many Church schools have raised the 
level of their worship services, this other side, 
that of training and drill in the elements of 
worship, has been largely neglected and a real 
opportunity lost to develop the children spir- 
itually. On their part, they will take keen 
delight in the memory work, provided its 
presentation is made in such a way as to arouse 
their appreciation and interest. 

We have used various methods in getting 
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memory work done, as home work with the 
cooperation of the parents, as supplementary 
to the graded lesson, and as a class project in 
the correlated lesson period. More may be 
accomplished through the latter method, but it 
does not make for a unified curriculum that 
may be used in connection with the worship 
service of the whole department. This instruc- 
tion should be departmental and is of sufficient 
importance to have the main portion of an 
entire period devoted to it. This in most cases 
will necessitate the lengthening of the Church 
school session. 

With a session of an hour and twenty 
minutes, the time may satisfactorily be divided 
in this way: twenty-five minutes for drill in 
memory work and preparation for worship, 
fifteen minutes for the worship service, twenty 
minutes for the graded lesson, and twenty 
minutes for correlated work. It is hardly 
possible to cover an adequate memory curric- 
ulum with less than twenty-five minutes to spend 
upon it each Sunday, unless some week-day 
work is done. 

This period should be as definitely planned 
as the worship service and requires as thorough 
preparation on the part of the superintendent 
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of the department as the teaching of the lesson 
does upon the teacher. It may open with a 
hymn, the repetition of a memory passage, and 
brief prayer by the leader bringing the chil- 
dren in touch with the Heavenly Father and 
asking His blessing upon the work of the day, 
but it should only be a few sentences. It is 
well to have the opening hymn and Scripture 
passage something that has been previously 
memorized by the children. This, together 
with the use made of memory materials in the 
worship services, makes them a permanent pos- 
session rather than something that is forgotten 
as soon as committed. 

The memory drill itself will consist of a 
review of work already in process of mem- 
orization and the presentation and appreciation 
of new material. The method of presentation 
is of utmost importance. A great deal depends 
upon the children’s first impression of a hymn 
or Bible passage, if they are fully to appreciate 
it and value it as something worthy of posses- 
sion. This makes imperative the necessity for 
including in our memory curriculum only the 
best that hymnody has to offer, the finest 
devotional passages of the Bible, and ritual 
that has found its place in worship because of 
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its dignity and beauty and for the meaning it 
has had to many generations of worshipers. 

Some children respond immediately to the 
beauty of a new hymn or Psalm, while others 
have to be guided into an appreciation of it. 
First, the leader herself must be enthusiastic 
about the material to be taught. She must 
understand it thoroughly both as to its history 
and as a piece of literature. She must know 
the purpose of the author and as far as possible 
the conditions under which it was written. 
She should be sure of the message it was meant 
to convey and thoroughly care for it herself 
if she hopes to make the children care for it. 
She should know a great deal more herself than 
she ever expects to teach the children. It is 
only from her wide knowledge of the subject 
that she can hope to bring out the vital truths 
in a clear and compelling way. 

This must be the teacher’s preparation. 
She must then try to awaken in the children 
an anticipatory interest in what she is about 
to present. If it is a hymn, its story may be 
told; if a piece of ritual, how it grew into the 
usage of the Church. Sometimes the length 
of time it has been in use will be impressive 
and inspire reverence for it. If it is a Scrip- 
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ture passage, she can explain its place in the de- 
velopment of the religious life of the race: is it 
the voice of a prophet of God revealing His 
ways to men; is it a hymn of praise or thanks- 
giving from a devoted people, or the gracious 
teaching or example left to us by the greatest 
of all teachers? 

While the material memorized should be 
graded so that a large part of it will be within 
the scope of the child’s understanding, it is not 
possible nor altogether desirable to refrain 
from using everything that is outside the child’s 
immediate comprehension, for this would cut 
him off from much fine material with which 
he could store his mind at a time when he is 
willing and eager to do this work, but with 
anything of this character we must prepare 
his way by explaining and interpreting dif- 
ficult words, unusual phrases, and obscure ref- 
erences. All such obstacles should be cleared 
up before the piece of memory material is 
presented. When it comes to presentation, it 
should be given as a whole and not in pieces. 
The teacher should read the passage through 
just as well as she possibly can, making her own 
interest and enjoyment in it felt by the chil- 
dren, for enthusiasm is often contagious. This 
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does not mean that it is to be read with effort 
at dramatic effect. The personality of the 
teacher should never get in the way of the 
material that is read. — 

The teacher should then question the children 
concerning what they have heard. If this has 
been her practice on previous occasions, this 
expectation of questioning will be an aid in 
holding their attention throughout the reading. 
She may ask what they like best about it; if 
any beautiful words or phrases remain in their 
memory from the reading. This is what 
Hayward in his book, ‘‘ The Lesson in Apprecia- 
tion,’’ calls the ‘‘Avsthetic Discussion,’’ 
whereas the next step is ‘‘Intellectual Discus- 
sion.’? Here the teacher must begin her 
exposition of the passage or hymn as a whole. 
The aim is to make the main points stand out 
clearly, and for this purpose the writer has 
found the use of pictures the greatest aid. 

This use of pictures is to illustrate and inter- 
pret the material and make the theme live for 
the children. It will also beget associations 
which will aid in the recall when that time 
comes. For this purpose as many pictures 
may be used as are necessary to make clear the 
meaning of the entire piece of material. The 
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effect will be that of the illustrated hymn now 
so frequently thrown upon the screen. Pic- 
tures used in this connection should be subordi- 
nate to the specific purpose of the hour, which 
is memorization. Art in religious education is 
a means and not an end. There are times, 
however, when we will use pictures in our pro- 
gram of religious education, where the atten- 
tion will focus on the thought of the picture, 
and it will bring its own message. This will be 
true in the case of pictures used as an aid to 
worship, but here the attention must be on the 
message of the hymn, poem, or Bible passage 
with the picture only as an aid in making it 
more conerete. ‘‘Very high if not the highest 
among the services rendered by pictures is 
their use in illustrating the world’s greatest 
classics in literature, and here first of all we 
must place the Bible.’’? 

All the time taken in this manner is not lost, 
for the process of memorization has already be- 
gun unconsciously, and the drudgery of actual 
drill has been reduced to a minimum. The pas- 
sage will not need to be read or repeated nearly

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So many times as if this process of clearing the 
understanding had not taken place. 

MeMurry in ‘‘How to Study’”’ quotes this 
passage from Ratzel’s ‘‘History of Mankind’’: 
‘‘The most important part of every Mussul- 
man’s training is to learn the Koran, by which 
must be understood learning it by heart, for it 
would be wrong to wish to understand the 
Koran till one knew it by heart.’’ He then 
adds, ‘‘We hold no conscientious scruples 
against understanding statements before at- 
tempting to memorize them; but one might 
think that we did, for our practice in memoriz- 
ing Scripture generally corresponds to that of 
the Mussulman in learning the Koran.’’ 

While we should attempt to get rid of as much 
mechanical memorization as possible, there still 
remains much to be done in the way of repeti- 
tion and recall. This in spite of various 
methods is still more or less mechanical, but 
some drill is unavoidable. 

A large factor in making the work of memori- 
zation easier lies in the organization of the ma- 
terial. Get in mind the main idea; then the 
leading divisions, subdivisions, and sentences. 
Learn by wholes, instead of sentence by sen- 
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tence and verse by verse. Have the children 
read the piece over in various ways; have the 
boys read it while the girls follow; then reverse 
the order. If it is a Psalm, they may read it 
responsively in the same manner. Do not try 
the recall too soon. At first allow the children 
to keep their books open and to look on when 
they need to. When they first close their 
books, have them repeat with the leader, who 
must be sure of the passage or else keep her 
book open. For the sake of the example, the 
leader should have in memory as much of the 
selection she is teaching as is possible. Then a 
class or individual children may be asked if 
they would like to try it. Always commend in- 
dividual effort. Repeat the selection or sing 
the hymn together before it is left for the day, 
allowing the children the privilege of glancing 
at their books when necessary. They will not 
take advantage of this privilege, for they will 
be glad to show you that they know the selec- 
tion without their books, and it will prevent 
weak spots in the repetition. 

Do not spend too long on any one selection at 
a time. It is always well to be working on a 
hymn, Scripture passage, and one or more re- 
sponses simultaneously. There must be vari-

ety, or the children will grow tired and lose 
interest. 

It has been said many times that material 
should be memorized in the way it is to be used; 
that in the case of a hymn, it should be memo- 
rized by singing. This statement should be 
modified to allow for the times that one may 
want to think of the words of a hymn or repeat 
them without singing. As the child grows 
older, he will find the words of the hymns of 
great help and inspiration to him many times 
when he will not be able to sing them or may 
not wish to sing. Many adults do not sing at 
all. If the words of the hymn have been mem- 
orized only in connection with the music, one 
becomes so dependent upon the melody as to 
find it almost impossible of recall without the 
music. A hymn should be studied and memo- 
rized like any other poem. It is not sufficient 
to learn it merely by singing it. The study and 
story of its music also should not be neglected. 
Some knowledge of the writer of the music and 
recognition of its suitability to the poem are al- 
ways appropriate and help to an appreciation 
of the whole. 

In planning the memory curriculum for a 
Junior Department it first becomes necessary 
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to take an inventory of what the children al- 
ready know in this line. This will depend upon 
their training at home and in the Primary De- 
partment and upon what they have learned in 
the public school. About all that can be 
counted upon as already belonging to the chil- 
dren as a basis for the curriculum is the Lord’s 
Prayer and the Twenty-third Psalm. These 
are pretty generally known. Some children 
may know from memory other Psalms or chil- 
dren’s hymns, but it is safe to assume for our 
purpose that the children’s repertory will con- 
sist merely of this one prayer and one Psalm. 
It is therefore apparent that we have a large 
field on which to draw for our first year’s work. 
What goes into the curriculum depends some- 
what upon the needs and tastes of the particu- 
lar children, but there is a large body of mate- 
rial that is adaptable to all and should be 
included. Only the best hymns of the Chureh 
both as to words and music and the finest of the 
devotional passages of Scripture are worthy of 
a place and of the time devoted to them. The 
Psalms, the Gospels, or the prophets are the 
most likely portions of Scripture from which to 
draw the larger part of our devotional material. 
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There should be responses to aid in enriching 
the children’s worship services, and other 
forms from the ritual of the Church that they 
are likely to meet with in their own denomina- 
tional worship. It may include the Creed, the 
Doxology, the Ten Commandments, Offertory 
Sentences, Benedictions and the Gloria. ‘‘One 
argument for teaching them many things unin- 
telligible to them now but useful later, is that 
they can learn them so easily. That is the 
ground on which much verbatim memorizing of 
literature and Scripture that they could not 
hope soon to appreciate has been required of 
them.’’? We must not starve them, however, 
for the things that they can appreciate, by 
simply storing their minds for the future. 
This will discourage them. Therefore, the 
larger part of the memory work will be graded 
to suit the children’s immediate needs. Miss 
Baldwin says: ‘‘In deciding which hymns to 
give to Junior children for memorization, only 
those should be chosen in which the truth is ex- 
pressed as a story or through word pictures. 
To phrase it negatively, a hymn that cannot 
be illustrated is not suited to children, because 
2 McMurry, “How to Study.” 
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they cannot grasp truth unless it is presented 
in concrete form.’’ # 

This may be said of all the material given to 
children to memorize. If it lends itself readily 
to illustration and is worthy both from a lit- 
erary and devotional point of view, it may 
safely be included in the Junior memory cur- 
riculum. This curriculum should be varied 
and should include Thanksgiving, Christmas, 
aster, patriotic, and missionary material. 
Each should be studied at its appropriate sea- 
son. It is never hard to get children to learn 
Christmas carols a month or so in advance when 
they are filled with the spirit of Christmas. 
The same is true with the other seasons as they 
come along. Always have the memory work 
suited to the time of year, and it will meet with 
an enthusiastic response. 

The memory curriculum and services of wor- 
ship which follow have been prepared for use 
in the first two periods of the Junior Church 
school, as previously described in this chapter. 
Together they form a complete program of 
training in worship for one year. Each 
may, however, be used independently of the

Sometimes we are awakened in the morning 
by the singing of birds outside our windows. If 
the morning is a beautiful one, we feel like sing- 
ing too. 

(Show picture: ‘‘Song of the Lark,’’ Bre- 
ton.) 

What is the girl in the picture doing? (She 
is singing.) What has caused her to look up? 
(She hears the singing of a bird.) The bird 
that she hearsisalark. Itis early in the morn- 
ing. The girl is on her way to work in the field. 
She is happy because of the beauty of the day. 
Her song must have been a song of praise to 
God for it and for all of His goodness. The 
lark is happy too and sings its song of praise 


while the girl listens.

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We have many hymns of praise. One of the 
most joyful of all is the one that we have just 
sung, ‘‘When Morning Gilds the Skies.’’ It is 
an old German hymn and was translated for us 
by Edward Caswall, an English clergyman, who 
later in life became a Catholic priest in the 
church at Birmingham founded by Cardinal 
Newman, the man who wrote our great hymn, 
‘‘Lead, Kindly Light.’’ 

Edward Caswall was a deeply religious man 
and a devoted minister to his people. He spent 
a great deal of time caring for the poor and sick 
of his parish and especially loved the little chil- 
dren. 

Besides the German hymn, he translated 
many from Latin. One of the most familiar is: 

‘“ Jesus, the very thought of Thee 
With sweetness fills the breast.’’ 

The hymn ‘‘When Morning Gilds the Skies,’’ 
which we are going to learn to-day, is a great 
favorite in St. Paul’s Cathedral, London, where 
it is printed on separate sheets of paper and dis- 
tributed among the people. 

The entire hymn consists of eight verses. 
We will learn only the five that are in our hymn- 
books. It is very easy to learn, as the words 
‘‘May Jesus Christ be praised’’ occur over and 
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over again. Let us open our books to the hymn. 

Whose praise is sung inthe hymn? (That of 
Jesus Christ.) 

What is the refrain after each two lines? 
(May Jesus Christ be praised.) 

When does the hymn say that we should 
praise Jesus? (In the morning when we wake; 
at work and prayer; on Sunday when the 
church-bell rings; in the darkness of the night.) 

Where is the praise of Jesus sung? (In 
Heaven, earth, sea, and sky.) 

It is to be our song and the song to be sung 
through all the ages. 

(All the words of the hymn will be familar 
to the children, with the possible exception of 
the word ‘‘canticle.’’ This should be explained 
as simply another term for ‘‘song.’’ Drill on 
the hymn. Call attention to the thought for each 
expression of praise; then allow the children to 
sing the hymn. Have one group sing the verses 
and another respond with the refrain, ‘‘May 
Jesus Christ be praised.’’ Reverse the order 
and then repeat with all singing the whole hymn 
together, using books if necessary.)

When morning gilds the skies, 
My heart awaking cries, 
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May Jesus Christ be praised.

Who wrote the hymn that we have just sung? 
Whose praise does it sing? (Review the work 
of last Sunday and drill on the hymn.) 

New Work: Scripture, Psalm 145 (1-13), 
‘*T will extol thee, my God, O King.’’ 

Our Bible contains many kinds of literature. 
It has letters, history, proverbs, laws, sermons, 
and poetry. Among its poetry is a book of 
hymns. We call them psalms. The Hebrews 
called them ‘‘Praises.’’ This is a very ap- 
propriate name, for most of them are hymns 
of praise. The Hebrews recognized Jehovah, 
their God, as the giver of all good things. 
When any great happiness came to them they 
praised Jehovah. It was thus that many of 


the psalms came to be written. When they 
47 
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returned from their long exile, they were eager 
to sing again. They had been too sad to sing 
in Babylon. When the walls of J erusalem were 
rebuilt under the direction of their great leader, 
Nehemiah, they wrote hymns to be sung at the 
dedication. They did the same at the dedica- 
tion of the temple. We find these hymns of 
praise in our Book of Psalms. One group, 
consisting of the last five in the book and be- 
ginning with the 145th, is especially full of 
praise to God for His goodness. It is be- 
lieved that these are the psalms composed for 
the dedication of the walls of Jerusalem. We 
shall learn the 145th psalm to-day. It begins 
‘‘T will extol thee, my God, O King,’’ and means 
I will give unto God, the great King, my very 
highest praise. The word ‘‘extol’’? means to 
give high praise. 

Let us open our books to this psalm and 
read it together. 

The psalm is addressed to God as the great 
King. All men are to praise Him for His 
goodness. Praise of His wonderful works is 
to be passed down from one generation to 
another, so that men of all times shall know 
of His greatness and His goodness and His 
constant love toward those who love and fear 
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Him. The theme of the whole psalm is ex- 
pressed in the words, ‘‘Great is the Lord and 
greatly to be praised.’’ We are going to learn 
the first thirteen verses. 
(Read again verses 1-13. Drill on these 
verses and repeat, using books if necessary.) 
Memory VERSION: 
I will extol thee, my God, O King; 
And I will praise thy name for ever and 
ever. 
Every day will I bless thee;

New Work: Hymn. ‘‘The Spacious Firma- 
ment on High.’’ 

Joseph Addison was one of the greatest Eng- 
lish writers of his time. He was born in 1672, 
and grew up to be a man of very fine character 
and high ideals. He helped to establish sev- 
eral papers in England, for which he wrote 


some very interesting essays. One of these 
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papers was called ‘‘The Spectator.’’ In ‘‘The 
Spectator’’ there appeared from time to time 
some hymns written by Joseph Addison. There 
were five in all and they were the only hymns 
which Addison ever wrote. One of these, ‘‘The 
Spacious Firmament on High,’’ was inspired 
by the 19th Psalm, and some of the words are 
very similar. Some of us know this psalm, 
but for those who do not, we will open our Bibles 
and read the first six verses together. 

Now let us read the first two verses of the 
hymn, and notice how the same thought is ex- 
pressed in words that rhyme. All of the 
heavens, the sky, the stars, and the sun proclaim 
that God made them. Day after day the glori- 
ous sun shows forth God’s power to every land. 
At night-time the moon appears to tell the 
same story to the world, and the stars gather 
round to confirm the message. 

(Show picture: ‘“‘When I Consider Thy 
Heavens,’’ Taylor.) 

This picture, ‘‘When I Consider Thy 
Heavens,’’ was painted by Mr. Taylor to illus- 
trate another psalm, but it may well be chosen 
to illustrate this psalm and this hymn. While 
we are looking at it, our pianist will play for 
us the music to ‘‘The Spacious Firmament on 
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‘High.’’ It is a selection from Haydn’s great 
oratorio ‘‘Creation.’’ Oftentimes the hymn it- 
self is called by that name. 

(Explain words ‘‘firmament,’’ ‘‘ethereal,”’ 
and ‘‘original.”’ Fia in mind the principal 
thoughts of each verse; drill, and sing the two 
verses several times, the last time without 
books, if possible.)

When Paul was taken to Rome as a prisoner 
at the end of his life, his visits to his churches 
were over, but he could still write to them. In 
our New Testament we find several of the let- 
ters which he wrote while he was in Rome. He 
was allowed to live in his own hired house, and 
at first was very comfortable. 

(Show picture: ‘‘Traditional Howse of 
Paul.’’) 

After a time his money gave out, and then 
his condition changed. He was lonely and sad, 
and at times in actual hunger and want. His 
friends at Philippi heard of his need and sent 
Ephaphroditus to stay with him. At the same 
time they sent a large gift of money to purchase 
the thing's that he needed to make him comfort- 
able. After arriving in Rome, Ephaphroditus 
was taken sick. Perhaps he was homesick, so 
far away from home. 

(Locate Philippi and Rome on map. Trace 
the journey between the two citres.) At any 
rate, Paul sent him back home and sent with 
him the letter to the Philippians. In spite of 
his own misfortunes, his letter was filled with 
the spirit of rejoicing. Instead of complaining 
to his friends about his own hard lot, he coun- 
sels them to be joyful, to think only on the best 
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things in life, not to be anxious about anything, 
but to trust in God and prayer. 

Let us open our Bibles to Paul’s letter to the 
Philippians and read one of the most beautiful 
portions of it, Chapter 4, Verses 4-8. 

What are the counsels that he gives to the 
Philippians in these verses? 

(Allow the children to read the answers mm the 
words of the text, so that they will be fixed m 
their minds.) 

(1. ‘‘Rejoice in the Lord always.’’) 

(2. ‘‘Let your forbearance be known unto all 
men.’’) (Eaplain ‘‘forbearance.’’) 

(3. ‘‘In nothing be anxious.’’) 

What will be the reward? (Verse 7.) Upon 
what are they to fix their thoughts? (Verse 8.) 

(Drill on the last verse—read passage 
through several times and repeat, using books 
only when necessary.)

We have entered upon the month in which is 
Thanksgiving Day. We have many things for 
which to be thankful in our day. We do not 
have to fight to preserve our faith, and we know 
that we shall not be forced to accept any ways 
of worshiping God that we do not feel. We are 
free to worship Him as we believe He should 
be worshiped. We should be thankful that 
America has always been free from religious 
wars. 

It has not always been so in other countries. 
There was a time when all Europe was fighting 
for religious freedom. It was an especially 
hard struggle in Germany, but the people re- 
mained true to their faith, and Protestantism 


won out. The peace of Westphalia came at 
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the close of thirty years of fighting and suffer- 
ing. 

One of the bravest of the Protestant minis- 
ters was the Rev. Martin Rinkart. Even 
though he lost all that he had during the long 
struggle and sometimes found it hard to get 
bread and clothes for his own children, he was 
always ready to help others more needy. He 
never lost his wonderful courage nor his faith 
and trust in God. When the Peace of West- 
phalia came, he wrote a hymn of thanksgiving 
that has lived to the present day. It is sung 
in many of our churches at Thanksgiving-time. 
The title of the hymn is ‘‘Now Thank We All 
Our God.’’ This is the first line of the trans- 
lation, for as the hymn was written in German, 
it had to be translated for us. The transla- 
tion was made by Catherine Winkworth, who 
also tells us of the author’s unbounded trust 
and readiness to give thanks through a time 
when most men’s spirits were broken. 

Let us read the hymn together. It is not a 
prayer hymn. Can you tell me why? (It is not 
addressed to God.) It is rather a ‘reminder 
that we should be ready to thank Him for His 
goodness. Tell me in the words of the hymn

how we may do this. (With hearts and hands 
and voices.) Yes, we can always thank Him 
in our hearts by a feeling of gratitude for 
what He does for us. We can show Him that 
we are grateful by doing things for others in 
His name. We can thank Him with our voices 
in our songs and prayers. The hymn also tells 
us why we should love God and why the world 
rejoices in Him. Let us read the reason in the 
last four lines of the first verse. 

It will be easy for us to remember this hymn 
if we think of the first verse as telling what 
God has done for us in the past and why we 
should thank Him and of the second as express- 
ing our hope of what he will do for us in the fu- 
ture. Let us read the second verse and note 
the desires for the future. 

(The words of the hymn are simple and easily 
understood by the children. If the hymn is not 
in the hymn-books used by the department, tt 
may be copied on the blackboard, or typewritten 
on cards which may be preserved for future 
use. After the hymn has been read agaim as a 
whole, the tune may be played through, and 
then the hymn sung a few times, with the chil- 
dren using books when necessary.)

Who wrote the hymn that we have just sung? 
What was the occasion of its writing? Why is 
it especially appropriate to sing it to-day? (It 
is Armistice Sunday, and we too are thankful 
for peace after war.) (Call attention to the 
theme of each verse, and read parts as previ- 
ously studied. Sing hymn again, using books 
when necessary-) 

New Work: Scripture, Psalm 107 (1-9), ‘‘O 
give thanks unto the Lord, for he is good.”’ 

We have just been singing a hymn in which 
the writer calls upon the people to thank God 
because He has saved them from a terrible war 
and brought peace again to the land. He calls 


to their minds God’s goodness at all times and 
17 
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how He has cared for them. We have another 
hymn of thanksgiving written many years ago 
when the circumstances were very much the 
same. It is one of the hymns of the Hebrew 
people and is found in our Bible, in the Book 
of Psalms. The Hebrews had been carried 
away into Babylon and had lived there for 
many years, but their thoughts were always 
upon the homeland. 

(Show picture: ‘‘By the Waters of Baby- 
lon,’’ Tissot.) 

Tell me the story as the picture shows it. 
The story is also told in one of our psalms. 
(Have one of the children read Psalm 187: 1-4.) 
Another psalm tells us how they prayed to Je- 
hovah, their God, for deliverance. (Read 
Psalm 106: 47.) This prayer was answered. 
Babylon was captured by a greater nation, and 
the captive Israelites were allowed to return 
home. 

The 107th Psalm, a part of which we are 
going to learn to-day, is addressed to these re- 
turned exiles. Like the hymn we have been 
singing, it is a call to Thanksgiving. Let us 
open our Bibles and read Psalm 107 (1-9). 

The psalmist calls attention to God’s good- 
ness and loving-kindness. He speaks of the re- 
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turned exiles as the ‘‘redeemed of Jehovah,’’ 
because it was Jehovah, their God, who re- 
deemed or rescued them from their enemies. 
He brought them all together again in the 
homeland no matter how far to the east or 
the west, the north or the south, they had been 
scattered. 

The first three verses are an introduction 
to the psalm. We may speak of them as the 
Call to Thanksgiving. The rest of the psalm 
presents a series of four pictures, which are 
scenes from real life and describe how God in 
His goodness delivers men from different kinds 
of trouble and danger in answer to their 
prayers. 

We will learn only the first one, described in 
verses 4-7. 

(Select pictures to describe the scene: A 
desert with no city in sight, travelers lost wm 
a desert, and a desert with oasts or shelter. 

Some travelers were journeying through a 
desert. They lost their way and wandered 
about for days. Their food and water gave out, 
and they were faint from hunger and thirst. 
They would have perished in the desert if 
God had not helped them; but they prayed to 
Him and He led them by a straight way to a 
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city, where they found food and shelter and 
men who took care of them. 

The psalmist hopes that the Israelites will 
see in this picture of the travelers in the desert 
a likeness to themselves. They had been lost 
in the great desert of the world, had been hun- 
gry and thirsty, not for food and drink, but 
for the old familiar scenes of the home country. 
Then in answer to their prayers they had been 
rescued and allowed to return. 

Let us read again the story of the travelers, 
verses 4-7. 

At the close of the picture the psalmist again 
expresses the wish that men would praise God 
for His loving-kindness and for the wonderful 
things that He does for them. Let us read the 
closing call to praise, verses 8-9. 

(Divide the selection into three parts and let 
different groups read a part, reversing the order 
until the psalm has been read through several 


times.) 
Verses 1-3: Introduction: Call to Thanks- 
giving. 
Verses 47: Picture of travelers in the 
desert. 


Verses 8-9: Closing: Call to Praise.

LEADER’s PRAYER. 

Memory Work: 

Review: Scripture, Psalm 107 (1-9), ‘‘O 
give thanks unto the Lord, for he is good.”’ 

What was the theme of the psalm that we 
studied last Sunday? (Giving thanks to God 
for His goodness.) The main portion of the 
selection from it which we learned told a story, 
or, as we said, presented a picture. (Ask one of 
the children to tell the story of the travelers im 
the desert as described in the psalm. Call to 
their minds the parts into which it was dwided 
and the occasion of its writing. Drill on the 
parts and repeat as a whole several tumes.) 

New Work: Hymn, ‘‘We plough the Fields 
and Scatter.’’ 

When we think of Thanksgiving we are re- 
minded of harvest-time. The first Thanksgiv- 


ing was a day set apart in which to thank God 
87 
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for a good harvest. A good harvest meant 
more to the pilgrim fathers than it does to us 
to-day, for their very lives depended upon 
abundant crops. But even to-day good har- 
vests are necessary to the prosperity of all 
countries and are among the many things for 
which we have reason to thank our Heavenly 
Father. Men have always felt this, and 
through all the centuries have sung their songs 
of thanksgiving for the harvests, as for all 
God’s gifts. 

For this reason, many thanksgiving hymns 
have been written. We have learned one 
hymn, ‘‘Now Thank We All Our God,’’ which 
was translated from the German. To-day we 
are to learn another which was translated from 
an old German song. As it is found in our 
hymn-book, the name of the hymn is, ‘‘We 
Plough the Fields and Scatter.’’ The song 
from which it was taken had seventeen verses 
and a chorus and was written by a man named 
Matthias Claudius, the son of a German minis- 
ter. It was part of a sketch called ‘‘Paul Erd- 
man’s Feast.’? In the sketch it appears as a 
song sung by a group of peasants in Paul’s 
home after the harvest was over. 
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(Show picture: ‘‘Harvesters’ Return,’’ 
Seifert.) 

Tell me what you see in the picture. This 
might indeed be a picture of the harvesters who 
sang the song in Paul’s home. They appear 
to be rejoicing that the harvest is over, and 
look as though they would be quite ready to 
sing a song of thanksgiving. 

Let us turn to the hymn and read it together. 

(Show picture: ‘‘Ploughing,’’ Bonheur.) 

What is being done in this picture? (The 
field is being ploughed.)

What is happening here? (A man is sowing 
seed. ) 

These pictures show our part in the work, 
just as the hymn says,

Who does all the rest? (God.) In the 
words of the hymn, what does God do for the 
seed? 

‘Tt is fed and watered

The second verse of the hymn calls God,

From what country did we get the hymn 
which we have just sung? What was the name 
of the man who wrote it? Tell me something 
more about it. (Question the children con- 
cerning the thoughts of each verse and sing 
again, using books only when necessary.) 

New Work: Scripture, Psalm 95 (1-7), ‘‘O 
come, let us sing unto the Lord.’’ 

(Show picture of one of the Wait tt 
churches of Europe.) 

This is a picture of what happened to many 
churches during the great World War. Some 
were completely destroyed and had to be en- 


tirely rebuilt with much patience and sacrifice 
97 
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on the part of devoted people. We can imag- 
ine many happy scenes of thanksgiving and 
rejoicing as one after another of these churches 
were restored and rededicated to God’s service. 
We have in our Bibles the story of a similar 
occasion. The great temple at Jerusalem was 
destroyed by Israel’s enemies and lay in ruins 
for many years. It was not until the exiles 
came back from Babylon that the second temple 
was built. It had taken a long time to build it. 
The people were few in number and very poor. 
They were constantly annoyed by their enemies 
and would have given up in discouragement 
had it not been for their great prophets, Hag- 
gai and Zechariah, who patiently urged them 
on with words of cheer and hope for a glorious 
future for Israel. At last the temple was fin- 
ished and a day set for the dedication. Among 
their many hymns of praise, they could not 
find any that expressed the particular joy and 
gratitude that they felt at this time. Such a 
great occasion demanded hymns written espe- 
cially for it. The greatest poets in the land 
wrote a group of dedication hymns. We find 
some of these in our Book of Psalms, which 
was the hymn-book of Israel’s second temple. 
One of these dedication hymns is the 95th 
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Psalm. Let us open our Bibles to this psalm 
and read from the beginning through the first 
sentence of the seventh verse. These are the 
verses that we will learn. 

In order that we may remember the selection 
more easily, let us divide it into three parts. 

Part I, Verses 1-2. This is a call to Israel to 
sing unto Jehovah and to give thanks unto 
Him. We also often repeat it as a call to wor- 
ship in our own worship services. Let us read 
it again and notice how it rings out with joy 
and gratitude to God, whom the psalmist calls 
the Rock of Israel’s salvation, because He had 
saved her people from their enemies and de- 
livered them from Babylon. 

Part II, Verses 3-5. In Verses 3-5 is found 
the reason for this service. What is it? 
(Verse 3, ‘‘For Jehovah is a great God and a 
great King above all gods.’’) In the destruc- 
tion that had come upon Babylon with its count- 
less gods, Israel realized as never before the 
greatness of Jehovah, not only as Israel’s God, 
but as the one true God of the whole world. 
What instances does the psalm give of His 
greatness? (Verses 4-5.) 

Part III, Verses 6-7*%. These last verses are 
a call to prayer. The psalmist also tells why 
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he is calling the people to prayer. Jehovah 
was Israel’s God. He is also our God. He 
loves and cares for His people everywhere, like 
a shepherd for his sheep. That is why the 
psalmist in the last verse calls us the people of 
His pasture and the sheep of His hand. Let us 
read these last two verses. 

(Have different groups read the parts, then 
all read together, several times, the whole se- 
lection. Read first and last parts without look- 
ang at books. 

Part I, Verses 1-2: Call to Song and 
Thanksgiwing. 

Part II, Verses 8-5: Reason for the Service 
—Jehovah’s supreme greatness as Lord of the 
world. 

Part III, Verses 6-7: Call to Prayer.)

The Christmas season is a time for song. 
There have probably been more songs written 
upon the Christmas theme than upon any other. 
If we look in our hymn-books, we shall find some 
Christmas carols that date back many years 
while others are more recent, for men have 
never grown tired of the Christmas story even 
though it took place so many years ago. 

Among the more recent of the Christmas 
carols is the hymn ‘‘It Came upon the Mid- 
night Clear.’’ This carol belongs to us par- 
ticularly because it was written by an Amer- 
ican, Dr. Edmund H. Sears, a minister in the 


city of Boston. It tells the story of the first 
109 
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Christmas song ever sung. Let us open our 
books to the hymn and read the first verse to- 
gether. I wonder if we should not like also to 
read the story as it is told in our Bibles. Let 
us open them to Luke 2 (8-14). (Ask one of 
the children to read aloud, while the rest read 
it silently.) 

(Show picture: ‘‘The Announcement to the 
Shepherds,’’ Plockhorst) 

As we look at the picture and recall the story 
that we have just read, will some one tell me 
who were present on the hill-side when that 
glorious song of old broke through the solemn 
stillness of the midnight? (Some shepherds, a 
flock of sheep, and a shepherd-dog.) Who was 
it that sang the song mentioned in our carol, ac- 
cording to our Bible story? (The angel and a 
multitude of the heavenly host.) Yes, there 
were many angels, and the hymn says that they 
came very near to the earth with their golden 
harps. The picture shows them as being very 
near to the shepherds. What is the song that 
the angels sang, as told in the Bible story? 

(‘‘Glory to God in the highest, 

And on earth peace among men in whom he 
is well pleased.’’) 
How does the author of the hymn express it? 
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(‘‘Peace on earth, good will to men 
From heaven’s all-gracious King.) 
Let us read together the second verse. 

The thought of the second verse is that the 
_ angels, even though they cannot be seen, still 
appear in the skies at times, especially at 
Christmas, and sing to the world their song of 
good cheer. Sometimes the people of the world 
grow weary and discouraged. They become 
frightened and confused among its many 
sights and sounds. (Haplain the reference to 
‘‘Babel.’’) Would it not be cheering to them at 
such times to see again, if only in their imagina- 
tion, the company of angels in the skies and 
hear again the message of peace on earth, good 
will to men? The writer of our hymn wants 
us to keep their song in our minds to help us 
and cheer us all through the years. 

(Read the two verses through again, then 
sing them several tumes. Repeat for the last 
time, using books only when necessary.) 

Memory VERSION: 

It came upon the midnight clear, 
That glorious song of old, 

From angels bending near the earth 
To touch their harps of gold;

Review: Hymn, ‘‘It Came upon the Mid- 
night Clear.’’ Verses 1 and 2. 

Who wrote the hymn we have just been sing- 
ing? Who were out on the hill-side near Beth- 
lehem that first Christmas night and heard the 
glorious song of old, mentioned in the hymn? 
Who sang the song to the shepherds? What 
were the words of the song, according to the 
Bible story? Sing the two verses of the hymn 
again and repeat without books.) 

New Work: Scripture, Luke 1 (68-79), 
‘‘Blessed be the Lord God of Israel.’’ 

In the same country where Jesus was born, 
though farther south among the hills of Judea, 
there occurred the birth of another baby boy, a 
few months before that of Jesus. The baby’s 


mother was Elizabeth, Mary’s cousin. This 
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made the two boys cousins also. We have 
many pictures of the two together. 

(Show pictures: ‘Jesus and John,’’ Guido 
Rem. ‘Virgin, Infant Jesus, and St. John,’’ 
Bouguereau. ‘‘The Children of the Shell,’’ 
Murillo.) 

The name of Elizabeth’s baby was John. A 
strange thing had happened when he was taken 
into the temple to receive his name. The of- 
ficials supposed that he would be named after 
his father, Zacharias, who was a priest of the 
temple. But Elizabeth said, ‘‘No, he shall be 
named John.’’ It was the custom in Jewish 
families to give their oldest sons family names; 
so they said to her, ‘‘But none of your kindred 
ever bore the name of John,’’ and they ap- 
pealed to the father inquiring what was his wish 
concerning the name. Zacharias had not been 
able to speak aloud for some time so he wrote 
on a tablet, ‘‘His name is John.’’ He named 
the child in obedience to the command of the 
angel of the Lord who had appeared to him in 
the temple and told him that he was to have a 
son. 

As soon as he had written the words, his 
speech came back to him, and he blessed God. 
He prophesied, in a great hymn of praise, the 
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birth of a Saviour. This hymn is known to 
have been used in Christian worship as far back 
as the days of St. Benedict, in the sixth century. 
It is often called the ‘‘ Benedictus’’ and is sung 
at Christmas-time, because it is a hymn of 
praise to God for the promise of the birth to. 
Mary of a Saviour of the world. Let us open 
our Bibles and read the Benedictus, Luke 1 
(68-79). 

There are two parts to Zacharias’ hymn. 

Part 1, Verses 68-75. This is a song of 
praise in which Zacharias blessed God for His 
promise to send to Israel a Saviour, whom he 
ealls ‘‘a horn of salvation.’’ The horn, to the 
Hebrews, signified strength. This Saviour was 
to be of the royal line of King David, for Mary, 
though of humble parentage, was a descendant 
of Israel’s greatest king. Zacharias believed 
that Jesus was Himself to be a king who would 
make Israel a great nation, that He would save 
her from her enemies as well as from her own 
sins. He believed all this was to happen be- 
cause of a covenant made many years before 
with Abraham, the father of the race. In this 
covenant, God had promised to be a God to 
him and to all those who came after him. Let 
us read agair his words of praise. 
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Part 2, Verses 76-79. This is a prophecy 
concerning his own son to whom he has just 
given the name of John and who later came to 
be known as John the Baptist. Zacharias says 
that he will be a prophet of the Most High God 
and that he will prepare the way for Jesus by 
appearing before Him among the people, 
preaching repentance and righteousness, so 
that when the Lord should come, men would be 
ready to receive Him. Let us read the words 
of prophecy, Verses 76-79. 

(Have the girls read the words of praise and 
the boys the words of prophecy. Reverse the 
order, and read through several times together 
as a whole.) 

Memory VERSION:

We have just read the Benedictus, about 
which we learned last Sunday. Who can tell 
me where it was first used and by whom? For 
what coming event is Zacharias praising God 
in the first part? What was the prophecy con- 
cerning his own son in the second part? What 
strange thing had occurred at the naming of 
John? By what name did he come to be known 
later? (Read the selection through several 
times, and repeat without books if possible.) 

New Work: Hymn, ‘‘I Heard the Bells on 
Christmas Day.”’ 

One of our favorite poets is Henry W. Long- 
fellow. Tell me the names of some of his poems 
which you have learned or read in school. 


(The children will probably mention ‘‘ The Vil- 
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lage Blacksmith,’ ‘‘The Old Clock on the 
Stairs,” ‘The Children’s Hour,’ and “¢ Hia- 
watha.’’) I wonder if you know any hymns 
written by him. Probably not, for unlike Whit- 
tier who wrote about seventy-five, Longfellow 
wrote only a very few. But he did write a 
beautiful Christmas hymn that is very well 
known. It is called ‘‘I Heard the Bells on 
Christmas Day.’’ Let us open our hymn-books 
and look at it. 

(Show picture: ‘Christmas Chimes,’’ Blash- 
field.) 

Here is a picture that is called ‘‘Christmas 
Chimes,’’ or, sometimes, ‘‘Christmas Bells,’’ 
which means the same thing. Most of us have 
heard chimes play carols on Christmas day, 
just as our author says that he heard them. 
What were the words that he felt they were 
saying? (‘‘Peace on earth, good will to men.’’) 
Who first sang these words? (The angels sang 
them to the shepherds on the night that Jesus 
was born.) 

Whom does the painter of the picture show 
as ringing the Christmas bells? (The angels.) 
Yes, they are both ringing the bells and singing 
the song. That was the artist’s thought about 
the Christmas bells. It is a very happy picture 
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that he gives to us, for even the birds are joy- 
fully flying about and joining in the song. 
The author of our hymn tells us that his first 
thought, as he heard the Christmas bells, was 
not a happy one. Let us read the verse that 
tells us about it: 
And in despair I bowed my head: 
‘«There is no peace on earth,’’ I said, 
‘‘Wor hate is strong and mocks the song 
Of peace on earth, good will to men.’’ 
Then the bells pealed more loud and clear. 
What was the cheering message that they 
seemed to send forth this time?

Over and over this Christmas season we have 
been hearing the words, ‘‘Peace on earth, good 
will to men.’’

weeks. It is a feeling that we should carry 
with us all through the year. Lest we for- 
get the words as they are recorded in our 
Bibles, and just how they came about, we are 
going to learn them this morning from the 
Bible story. Let us open our Bibles to Luke 2 
(8-14). 

(Show picture: ‘‘The Lord is my Shep- 
herd,’’ Taylor.) 

Shepherds with their flocks were always to 
be seen in Palestine. Here is a beautiful pic- 
ture of a shepherd who has brought his sheep 
to drink at a little stream, or, as it says in the 
Shepherd’s Psalm, ‘‘beside the still waters.’’ 

(Show picture: ‘‘David,’’ Copping.) 

Here is the picture that we used in the Wor- 
ship Service about the ‘‘Shepherds and the 
Angels.’? Do you remember who this shep- 
herd is?) These are pictures of shepherds with 
their flocks in the daytime. What time was it 
that the shepherds in the story were watching 
their flocks? (Midnight.) This might seem 
to us rather unusual. We should suppose that 
they might be safely within the sheepfold at 
midnight, and so they were during the winter 
months unless the weather were exceptionally 
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mild. Then the shepherds would often stay out 
on the hills all through the night, as it happened 
this time. 

(Show picture: ‘‘The Announcement to the 
Shepherds,’ Plockhorst.) 

Here is the picture that we have seen so 
frequently because it best tells the story. Who 
has appeared to the shepherds? (An angel.) 
What was their first feeling at the appearance 
of the angel? (Fear.) How can we tell this 
from the picture? (By the expression on their 
faces and the way in which they have huddled 
together.) How can we tell this from the Bible 
story? (By the words of the angel, ‘‘Be not 
afraid.’’) What were the good tidings of 
great joy that the angel brought? (The birth 
of the Saviour at Bethlehem.) What was to 
be the sign to them? (Ye shall find a babe 
wrapped in swaddling-clothes and lying in a 
manger.’’) In the words of the Bible story, 
who now appeared with the angel? (A mul- 
titude of the heavenly host.) Let us all read 
together the angels’ song. 

(Glory to God in the highest, 

And on earth, peace, among men in whom 
he is well pleased.) 

(Fic in mind the outhne of the story. (1) 
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The scene of the shepherds. (2) The appear- 
ance of the angel. (3) The message of the 
angel.

Have you ever had any one say to you, ‘‘I 
dare you to do it’’? What do you usually do? 
There is something in the very word itself that 
seems to arouse fighting blood in us. There is 
a challenge in it that often leads us to do use- 
less and silly things just to show that we dare 
to do what is suggested. If we are going to 
give and accept challenges, would it not be bet- 
ter to have something worth while to dare, 
something really worth while for which to fight? 

Our dictionaries tell us that the word ‘‘dare”’ 
has another meaning besides ‘‘to challenge.’’ 
It is ‘‘to have courage.’’ Most of the chal- 
lenges put to us take some sort of courage to 
carry out. We should strive for a courage that 


will count for something and be worth while. 
143 
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We have a hymn that challenges us to this 
kind of courage. It is called ‘‘Dare to be 
Brave, Dare to be True.’’ Let us find it in our 
hymn-books. — 

(Show picture: ‘‘David Rescuing the 
Lamb,’’? Bouguereau. Ask some child to tell 
the story that the picture suggests.) 

Was it a brave act that David did in killing 
the lion? That took physical courage. He had 
to forget his own safety. But there is still an- 
other kind of courage. 

Let us read together the first verse of the 
hymn. 

What does the hymn tell us is this other kind 
of courage? (Courage to be true and to do the 
right thing.) It is sometimes harder to be true 
to the things that we have been taught and 
know are right than it is to show physical cour- 
age, especially when we are with people who 
do not believe as we do. Because we are not 
brave enough to be true, we do not speak out 
against sin, and sometimes are led into it our- 
selves. We are afraid that some one might 
laugh at us. The hymn says that we must be 
like good soldiers and fight against this kind 
of cowardice. The only fear that we should 
have is the fear of doing wrong. 
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Who is to be our helper or, as the hymn says, 
our captain in the fight? (Jesus Christ.) 

Let us read the rest of the hymn. These 
verses remind us that God, our Father, knows 
how hard it is sometimes to do right and that 
He is watching over us and stands ready to help 
us if we ask Him. 

The hymn challenges us to something else 
besides the challenge to be brave. It is the 
challenge to service. What does service mean? 
(To do something for others.) What does the 
hymn tell us to do for others? 

(Try to help them.) 

(Be kind to them.) 

(Be a friend to those who need it.) 

(Sing the hymn through several times, 
repeating the chorus without looking at 
books. At last, close the books and sing the 
hymn.)

How many of you like to receive letters? 
Yes, most of us do. Sometimes we do not like 
to answer them so well. But if people write 


to us to ask us for information or advice, it is 
150 
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really a kind thing to reply immediately and 
take care that all the questions are answered. 
It is this characteristic that makes a good letter- 
writer. Here we have the picture of the great- 
est letter-writer that the world has ever known. 
Itis St. Paul. The letters that most men write 
are read once and then destroyed. A few are 
kept and re-read from time to time. Some are 
even gathered together and published in book 
form because they tell something of the life and 
character of the writer or the time in which he 
lived, or because they are interesting and well 
written. Paul’s letters have all these charac- 
teristics and a great many more. They tell 
people how to live a Christian life, and so men 
and women read them over and over again 
looking for help. It was because of their value 
in teaching people how to be good Christians 
that they found a place in our Bible. 

We are going to learn some words of counsel 
from one of Paul’s letters, but first we must 
find out to whom it was written and why. 

Paul was also a great traveler. His travel- 
ing had a purpose, and that was to tell people 
about Jesus and to build Christian churches. 
On one of his journeys he visited Corinth. 

(Trace the route of Paul’s second missionary 
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journey on the map and pownt out Corinth.) 

Corinth was a great commercial city. It was 
the center of trade between Rome and the Kast. 
It had a mixed population of Italians, Greeks, 
Jews, and other Orientals. The people were 
rich and pleasure-loving. It was the first city 
in Greece to hold the great gladiatorial con- 
tests. Owing to the large number of strangers 
x0ming into the city, numerous strange religions 
had sprung up. These people worshiped many 
gods, but the chief among them were pleasure 
and money. 

It was to this city that Paul had come at 
the close of his second great missionary jour- 
ney. While in Corinth he lived in the home of 
Aquila and Priscilla, Jews who had lately come 
from Rome. He told the people of the city 
about Jesus and His resurrection from the 
dead. Many believed His teaching, and later 
a church was organized. 

Paul was always interested in his churches 
and kept in touch with them by letter when he 
could not visit them. It was about four years 
later, while at Ephesus, that we find him writ- 
ing a letter to the Corinthian church. It had 
been hard for the little group of Christians to 
remain loyal in a city full of indifference to 
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religious things and actual wrong-doing. Some 
of them had fallen away. Paul had been learn- 
ing about what was happening from travelers 
coming from Corinth to Ephesus. He had also 
received a letter from the church asking for ad- 
vice. We have his answer in the book in the 
New Testament called I Corinthians. After 
many pages of instruction and advice, we have 
some of the finest words that Paul ever wrote. 
They are a challenge to Christians to be loyal to 
their faith. Let us open our Bibles and read 
I Corinthians 16 (13-14). 

Paul often speaks of Christ’s followers as 
soldiers, and this is advice which might be given 
to soldiers. They are to be alert and on the 
lookout for danger and temptation. They are 
to play the part of men by being courageous. 
They must also be steadfast in their faith, and 
love must be behind all their acts. 

Let us read again the way Paul expresses 
these thoughts. They are like commands. Let 
us read them, pausing between each one. 

(1) ‘‘Watch ye.”’ 

(2) ‘‘Stand fast in the faith.’’ 

(3) ‘*Quit you like men.’’ 

(4) ‘‘Be strong.’’ 

(5) ‘‘Let all that ye do be done in love.”’ 
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(Read several times im this way, and repeat 
without looking at books.) 
Memory VERSION: 
Watch ye, stand fast in the faith, quit you 
like men, be strong. 
Let all that ye do be done in love.

Sunday? (St. Paul.) If we take these words 
to ourselves, what are the commands Paul gives 
to us as good soldiers? What is the first? 
(Watch ye.) 

(Go over the five commands in this manner 
several times, and repeat as a whole.) 

New Work: Hymn, ‘‘Stand up, Stand up, 
for Jesus.’’ Verses 1-3. 

In the year 1858, there was a great revival 
in the city of Philadelphia. Its purpose was 
to win men to Jesus and into His service. 
Many ministers had come to help preach to the 


people, and great crowds gathered to hear the 
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sermons. One of the ministers most interested 
in the work of making men into good soldiers 
of Jesus Christ was the Rev. Dudley A. Tyng. 
He was also one of the most popular preachers. 
At a noonday prayer-meeting for men at Jaynes 
Hall, he preached to over five thousand from 
the text ‘‘Go now, ye that are men and serve 
the Lord.’’ It is said that over one thousand 
men stood up and expressed their purpose to 
serve Christ. The occasion was a very happy 
one. A few days later a sad thing happened. 
Mr. Tyng met with an accident from which he 
did not recover. 

Just before he died, his father asked him if he 
cared to send a message to his fellow-ministers. 
He replied, ‘‘Say to them, let us all stand up 
for Jesus.’’ The message was sent. It so im- 
pressed one of them, Dr. George Duffield, Jr., 
that he wrote a hymn based on this thought. 
I am sure that you can guess what the hymn is. 
Yes, ‘‘Stand up, Stand up for Jesus.’’ It also 
included the words of the text of Mr. Tyng’s 
sermon in one of its lines. 

The following Sunday, Dr. Duffield preached 
a memorial sermon for his friend from the text, 
Hphesians 6: 14, which is that portion of Paul’s 
letter that describes the soldier of the cross 
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armed for the conflict with a breastplate of 
righteousness and truth. At the close of the 
sermon he read the hymn that he had written. 
~ Let us find the hymn in our books and read 
the first verse together. 

When Mr. Tyng said, ‘‘Let us all stand up 
for Jesus,’’ he had in mind his fellow-ministers, 
for it was to them that the message was sent. 
They were indeed soldiers of the cross. Christ 
was their Captain, and they were working in 
His cause and under His banner. The writer 
of the hymn, however, means it for all Chris- 
tians. It is a challenge to us to be loyal to 
Jesus and to join in the fight against wrong 
until Christ is everywhere recognized as Lord. 

Let us read the second verse. 

Again the challenge to stand up for Jesus 
and to go forth to win the world for Him and 
away from evil. In this verse occur the words 
from the text of Mr. Tyng’s noonday sermon. 
What are they? (‘‘Ye that are men now serve 
Him.’’) 

Let us read the third verse. 

This verse tells us that we do not need to de- 
pend upon our own strength in our effort to 
keep loyal and true. On whose strength may 
we rely? (On that of Jesus Christ.) The 
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verse says ‘‘Put on the gospel armor.’’ This 
thought came from Paul, who, as we found in 
our study of his words of counsel to the Corin- 
thians, often thought of Christians as soldiers. 
Paul said, ‘‘Take up the whole armor of God 
that ye may be able to withstand in the evil day, 
and, having done all, to stand.’’ These words 
are from the same letter from which the writer 
of our hymn took his text for the memorial ser- 
mon to Mr. Tyng. Let us read a little more of 
the letter to see what Paul meant by the armor 
of God—Ephesians 6 (13-17). 

(Show pictures: ‘‘St. George,’’ Donatello. 
“Sir Galahad,’’? Watts.) 

Does Paul refer to armor of this kind? No, 
although these men were also soldiers of the 
cross. Their lives were dedicated to the doing 
of good and brave deeds in the name of Christ. 
They needed this kind of armor to protect 
them from the dangers ‘which they had to face. 
Not all soldiers wear armor or even uniforms. 
It is a different kind of soldier to whom 
the hymn and Paul refer, but one just as 
brave. 

Do you think that Paul was a good soldier 
of the Cross? I think that there is no doubt 
about it. He dared and suffered much to 
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stand up for Jesus. The only armor that he 
felt necessary was truth, righteousness, faith, 
and prayer. 

(Read the three verses of the hymn together. 
At the close of the reading, call attention to the 
picture that each verse brings before the mind. 
Then sing the hymn several times, the last time 
without books if possible.)

It was the duty of Jewish parents to teach 
their children the law at the age of five years. 


From some accounts that we have, we know that

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they were faithful to their duty. We remem- 
ber that Jesus at the age of twelve surprised 
the doctors in the temple with His knowledge of 
the Holy Scriptures. 

(Show picture: ‘Christ Disputing with the 
Doctors,’’ Hofmann.) 

We also have the story of Timothy, who, al- 
though the son of a Greek father, had a Jewish 
mother and grandmother who taught him the 
Scriptures at a very early age. 

(Show picture: ‘‘Timothy Learmng the 
Scriptures,’’ Wilde Bible pictures.) 

Just as our mothers read Bible stories to us 
to-day, so Kunice, the mother of Timothy, read 
the Old Testament Scriptures to her boy. She 
did not read them from a book, however, but 
from a scroll, as we see in the picture. (Ask 
some child to describe the scroll from which 
Hebrew Scriptures are read. If it is not fa- 
miliar, draw a picture of a scroll upon the black- 
board.) 

The elderly woman in the picture may be 
the grandmother, Lois, whose sincere faith in 
Christ, Paul mentions in one of his letters to 
Timothy. Paul had met the family of Timothy 
at Lystra upon his first missionary journey, 
and had won them to the new faith. 


JANUARY—FOURTH SUNDAY § 169 


(Trace Paul’s journey on the map and point 
out Lystra.) 

The people of Lystra held the young man in 
very high regard and gave good reports of him 
to Paul when he stopped there upon his second 
missionary journey. Paul soon came to care 
very deeply for Timothy, and took him as a 
companion for the rest of the trip. 

Later, Timothy is given charge of the church 
at Ephesus. During the time that Paul was 
held a prisoner at Rome, he wrote to Timothy 
at Ephesus. 

(Point out Ephesus and Rome upon the 
map.) 

One of the last letters that Paul ever wrote 
was to Timothy, whom he ealls his ‘‘beloved 
child.’? We have portions of the original let- 
ter in our New Testament in the epistle known 
as II Timothy. It contains Paul’s farewell in- 
structions to Timothy regarding matters in 
the church. It warns him of false teachers, who 
are not getting their teachings from the Holy 
Scriptures, and of men and women who are 
disloyal to the faith. Let us open our Bibles 
to IL Timothy 3 (14-17) and read these words 
of counsel. 

Paul’s last wish for Timothy was that he 
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might remain loyal to the things that he had 
learned, for only of these things could he be 
certain. He must feel the truth of them in his 
own heart. Paul recalled to him the Sacred 
Writings which his mother had taught him, and 
said that they would mean more to him now 
that he had become a Christian than they did 
before. 

These same Scriptures, to which in the pic- 
ture Timothy is listening as his mother reads 
them, are, Paul says, God’s words to men, and 
should be used for teaching and instruction in 
righteousness that they may help fit men for 
lives devoted to good works. 

Paul gave his counsel to Timothy and to the 
people of Ephesus; but it is also for us, for it 
is out of God’s word alone that will come in- 
spiration and guidance for a life of service. 
Let us read again for what the Scriptures are 
profitable. Verse 16. 

(For teaching.) 

(For reproof.) 

(For instruction in righteousness.) 

To what end? Verse 17. 

(‘‘That the man of God may be complete, 
furnished completely unto every good work.’’ 

(Drill carefully in these points and read the 
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whole passage through several times; the last, 
only glancing at books when necessary.) 

Memory VERSION: 

Abide thou in the things which thou hast 
learned and hast been assured of, knowing of 
whom thou hast learned them; and that, from 
a babe thou hast known the sacred writings, 
which are able to make thee wise unto salvation 
through faith which is in Christ Jesus. 

Every scripture inspired of God is also prof- 
itable for teaching, for reproof, for correction, 
for instruction which is in righteousness: that 
the man of God may be complete, furnished 
completely unto every good work.

The month of February always brings with 
it the thought of patriotism. We celebrate the 
birthdays of two of our country’s patriots and 
sing the national anthem and other patriotic 
songs with deeper feeling than at any other 
time, except, perhaps, on the Fourth of July. 
We can sing ‘‘The Star-Spangled Banner’’ and 
‘My Country, ’Tis of Thee’’ without the words 
before us and are proud thus to sing them. 
We ought to know more patriotic songs to sing 
at our great national holiday celebrations. It 
was for a purpose like this that one of the 
patrictic hymns in our hymn-books was written. 
In the year 1876, there was a Centennial cele- 


bration held in our country to commemorate the 
179 
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greatest event in history. Do you know what 
that event was? 

(Show picture: ‘‘Sigmng of the Declaration 
of Independence,’’ Trumbull.) 

(It was the Declaration of Independence.) 
Do you know what the word ‘‘Centennial”’ 
means? (The commemoration of one hundred 
years.) It was just one hundred years from 
the time that the United States declared her 
independence of Great Britain, that a great ex- 
hibition, in which the whole country was inter- 
ested, was held in Philadelphia. 

During the Centennial year there was to be 
a Fourth-of-July celebration at Brandon, a lit- 
tle town in Vermont. The rector of the Hpis- 
copal church, Dr. Daniel C. Roberts, wrote a 
hymn for the occasion. 

Dr. Roberts was a man of great patriotic 
spirit. He had fought as a soldier in the Civil 
War, and later was chaplain of the National 
Guard of the State of New Hampshire. The 
hymn that he wrote for the Brandon celebra- 
tion was our hymn, ‘‘God of Our Fathers, 
Whose Almighty Hand.’’ They sang it to the 
tune ‘‘Russian Hymn.’’ Later, when the Epis- 
copal hymnal was revised, Dr. Roberts sent the 
hymn to the committee in charge of the work. 
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They accepted it, and now we find it in nearly 
every hymnal that is used to-day. It is one 
of the hymns that we sing when we celebrate the 
birthdays of Washington and Lincoln. 

Before the hymnal was printed, however, a 
committee consisting of the Rev. Dr. Tucker, of 
Troy, N. Y., and George William Warren, or- 
ganist of St. Thomas’s Church, New York City, 
was appointed to choose a hymn for the Cen- 
tennial celebration of the adoption of the Con- 
stitution. Dr. Roberts’s hymn was the one se- 
lected. As it had no tune of its own, Mr. War- 
ren wrote the majestic tune to which we sing it 
to-day and which has helped to make it popular. 
Mr. Warren was organist of St. Thomas’s 
Church for over thirty years. While he was 
there, he composed a great deal of music, mostly 
for his own choir. At the end of twenty-five 
years’ service as organist, a commemorative 
service was held for Mr. Warren. All of the 
music used was of his composition, and the 
hymn, ‘‘God of Our Fathers,’’ was sung as the 
processional. 

Let us open our books and read the first verse. 

Now we will listen to the tune that Mr. War- 
ren wrote for it. 

Did you hear the stirring trumpet call at the 
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beginning? It just makes us eager to respond 
with the wonderful words of the hymn that 
speak of God as leading forth in beauty all the 
stars and shining worlds of the sky. It is to 
God as Creator of the Heavens that our song is 
addressed. It reminds us of another hymn 
that we learned, where all the heavenly bodies 
proclaimed that God made them. What was 
the name of that hymn? (‘‘The Spacious Fir- 
mament on High.’’) Let us repeat from 
memory the first verse of the hymn. 

Let us read the rest of the hymn that we are 
studying to-day. 

The hymn reminds us how God’s love has 
led us in the past and how we must depend 
upon Him for future success. Then follows a 
prayer asking God to be our Ruler and to pre- 
serve us from war and other evils. It asks also 
that our lives may be filled with love and that 
we may ever give God our praise. 

(Read hymn through as a whole. Emphasize 
the points mentioned, and sing through several 
times.) 

Memory VERSION: 

God of our fathers, whose almighty hand 
Leads forth in beauty all the starry band 
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Of shining worlds in splendor thro’ the skies, 
Our grateful songs before Thy throne arise. 


Thy love divine hath led us in the past, 

In this free land by Thee our lot is cast; 

Be Thou our ruler, guardian, guide, and stay, 
Thy word our law, Thy paths our chosen way.

‘‘T believe in God, the Father Almighty, 
maker of Heaven and earth.’’ Have you ever 
heard these words before? They are the be- 
ginning of the Apostles’ Creed. A creed 
simply means a belief or a statement of beliefs. 


My creed is what I believe. There have been 
188 
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many creeds in the history of the Christian 
church. The one that has been most used is 
the one we have just mentioned, the Aposties’ 
Creed. It was written a long time ago, between 
fourteen and fifteen hundred years, in fact, and 
was a statement of the religious beliefs of those 
early Christians and came to be a part of their 
services of worship. Many churches to-day 
have adopted it as their creed and use it in 
their worship, while others have formed creeds 
for themselves which express their own par- 
ticular beliefs. 

The Hebrews, whose hymns we have in our 
Book of Psalms, some of which we have learned, 
also have a creed. They call it the ‘‘Shema’’ 
from its first word, ‘‘Hear.’’ It is even older 
than the Apostles’ Creed, going back almost as 
far again, for the historian Josephus tells us 
that Moses commanded his people to read the 
‘‘Shema’’ twice daily. 

Originally it consisted of only one verse, 
Deuteronomy 6:14. Let us open our Bibles 
and read it together. 

(‘‘Hear, O Israel: the Lord our God is one 
Lord.’’) 

This was the all-important thing to the He- 
brew people. It was what made them distinct 
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and separate from their neighbors. These 
other peoples had many gods, but Israel had 
only one God, Jehovah, and her people believed 
in Him and trusted Him alone. 

Later was added to the ‘‘Shema,’’ or Hebrew 
creed, other verses; first, the five verses follow- 
ing the one that we have just read, then Deu- 
ternonomy 11 (13-21), and Numbers 15 (37- 
41). 

We shall learn only the first portion, Deu- 
teronomy 6 (4-9), but let us read the other two 
also so that we may have a better understand- 
ing of what the Hebrew creed is. 

(Read together Deuteronomy 6 (4-9) and ask 
two of the children to find and read the other 
two references, Deuteronomy 11 (13-21) and 
Numbers 15 (37-41). 

As soon as Jewish children were able to talk, 
they were taught the passages of Scripture con- 
tained in the ‘‘Shema,’’ for it was a part of 
the creed itself that parents were to teach them 
diligently to their children. Timothy had been 
taught them by his mother, and Jesus also must 
have learned them as a child. 

They further carried out the commands of the 
creed in repeating it upon rising in the morn- 
ing and before going to bed at night. They 
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also wrote these words on small parchment 
rolls and enclosed them in little cases. These 
they wore bound on their arms and brows at 
morning prayer. They inscribed them on the 
inside of the right-hand door-posts of their 
houses and of the city gates. No loyal Jew 
would ever pass the threshold of his home with- 
out either touching or saluting the ‘‘Shema.’’ 

We cannot help but admire the Jewish devo- 
tion to the ‘‘Shema.’’ Its words express a 
great thought, that the Lord our God is one 
Lord and that we should love Him with all our 
hearts, our souls, and our might, for Jehovah, 
the God that the Hebrews worshiped, is the 
one true God and the God that we worship 
to-day. We, too, should know these words by 
heart, and often repeat and think over the first 
two verses. Let us read again these verses, 
Deuteronomy 6 (4-5). 

(Read the selection through together several 
times. Repeat the first two verses without 
books.)

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We are always thrilled by stories of cour- 
age and devotion. I wonder if we can find in 
history the story of any more heroic group of 
men and women than that of the pilgrims, who, 
exiled from their homes, braved the dangers of 
a perilous journey across a great ocean into 
an unknown country, not knowing what their 
fate might be. We are all familiar with the 
story of the pilgrims and their faith in God 
and their desire to worship Him in the way that 
they believed to be right. We have learned it 
from our histories, read it in our story-books, 
and sung it in our hymns. 

One of the finest of our hymns which has the 
pugrim fathers and their devotion to the wor- 
ship of God as its theme is ‘‘O God, Beneath 
Thy Guiding Hand.’’ This hymn was written 
by Dr. Leonard Bacon for use in the Bi-Centen- 
nial celebration of the founding of the colony 
in New Haven. Dr. Bacon was the son of a 
missionary. He was born in Detroit, Michigan, 
where his father was missionary to the Indians, 
in the days when the present great city of De- 
troit was hardly more than a fort and trading- 
post. When it was time for him to go to col- 
lege, he went to New Haven and entered Yale. 
From there he went to Andover Theological 
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Seminary. Immediately after graduation he 
went back to New Haven as pastor of the First 
Congregational Church and remained there the 
rest of his life, fifty-seven years. 

He was also a professor and lecturer in Yale 
Divinity School. He edited several hymn-books 
and wrote a number of hymns, the most famous 
being his pilgrim hymn. 

Let us open our books to the hymn, ‘‘O God, 
Beneath Thy Guiding Hand,”’ and read the first 
verse. 

Why does the writer of the hymn call the pil- 
grims exiles? To what country did they first 
go? Why did they leave Holland? At what 
time of the year did they reach the new land? 

(Show picture: ‘‘Landing of the Pilgrim 
Fathers,’’ Sheffield Gallery.) 

What was one of their first acts upon arrival, 
as shown in the picture and in the words of the 
hymn? (‘‘With prayer and psalm they wor- 
Sshiped Thee.’’) 

Let us read the rest of the hymn together. 

The second verse reminds us that God heard 
that day the song and prayer of the pilgrims 
and blessed them. As their descendants, we 
must hold that hour in memory and know that 
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God will also hear our songs and prayers and 
that His blessing is for us too. 

What great gifts mentioned in the third verse 
did the pilgrims bring to this country, and 
leave behind them as a legacy to us? (Laws, 
freedom, truth, and faith in God.) 

(Read the hymn through again. Emphasize 
the chief points in each verse, then sing through 
several times, the last time using books only 
when necessary.)

If the army of a great and powerfnl nation 
were marching against your country, ane >~* 
knew it was stronger than your army, and if 
suddenly something happened to cause the army 


of the enemy to retreat, would you not feel like

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singing a hymn of thanksgiving and praise to 
God because of the deliverance? Once upon a 
time this very thing happened in ancient Israel. 
It was in the reign of King Hezekiah. He had 
declared his independence of Israel’s great 
enemy Assyria, and Sennacherib, King of As- 
syria, had sent a part of his army into Israel to 
demand their surrender, while he proceeded on 
his way to the conquest of Egypt. Hezekiah 
refused to surrender and said that he would 
rely upon Jehovah, his God, to defend the city. 
Sennacherib wrote to Hezekiah denying Je- 
hovah’s power to save the city. Hezekiah took 
the letter to the temple, spread it upon the 
altar, and prayed to Jehovah for help. 

(Show picture: ‘‘Isaiah,’’ Sargent.) 

He then took counsel with Isaiah, Israel’s 
great prophet. Isaiah prophesied the destruc- 
tion of Sennacherib’s army and the final doom 
of that great general. 

The Bible story says that the angel of Je- 
hovah went forth and smote in the camp of the 
Assyrians a hundred and fourscore and five 
thousand; and Sennacherib, King of Assyria, 
returned and dwelt in Nineveh. 

(Show picture: ‘‘Destruction of the Army of 
Sennacherrb,’’ Doré.) 
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There was great rejoicing in the land of 
Israel, and hymns of praise were written to 
commemorate the event. One of these we shall 
learn this morning. It is the 46th Psalm. Let 
us open our Bibles and read it. 

It may be divided into three stanzas. Hach 
is followed by the word ‘‘Selah.’’ We will not 
read this word, for it is not a part of the psalm. 
No one knows exactly what it means, but it was 
probably a direction to the musicians or a musi- 
eal term. 

The chief thought of the first stanza is that 
God is a refuge for His people. Because of 
that, they can have complete confidence and 
trust, no matter what disasters may occur. Let 
us read again this first stanza, verses 1-3. 

The second stanza directly refers to Israel’s 
deliverance. Like a gently flowing river, so 
necessary to the existence of Palestine, was 
Jehovah’s presence in the midst of His city to 
protect and help her. Let us read this stanza. 
Verses 4-7. 

Because Jehovah has proved Himself able to 
deliver His own city, so will He preserve 
the nations of the earth. He is supreme ruler 
of all. Let us read the remainder of the 
psalm. 
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(Divide the group into three sections. Ask 
each to read a stanza, then change about, so 
that each section will have read a different part, 
then read several times as a whole.)

God is our refuge and strength, a very present 
help in trouble. 

Therefore will we not fear, though the earth do 
change, 

And though the mountains be shaken into the 
heart of the seas;

Last Sunday we learned a psalm of praise. 
What was it? What great deliverance in Is- 
rael’s history had been the occasion for its writ- 
ing? Tell me the story of how Jehovah saved 
Israel on that day. What is the great teaching 
of the psalm as it is expressed in the first verse? 
(Read through several tumes and repeat the 
first verse without books.) 

New Work: Hymn, ‘‘Where Cross the 
Crowded Ways of Life.’’ 

Did you ever stand on a street corner of a 
great city and watch the crowds pass by? One 
would need to stand but a few minutes in order 
to see people of all countries and all races hur- 


rying along in one vast throng. We do not 
215 
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need to cross the water to meet people of other 
nations. They have come to us. We have 
missionary work to do at home as well as in 
distant lands. We sing 
‘‘From Greenland’s icy mountains, 
From India’s coral strand.’’ 

It is a splendid hymn to sing. Perhaps we 
sometimes feel, however, that the sorrows and 
burdens of those people are too far away for 
us to reach, but we do know some city where 
these people are gathered and where there is 
suffering and need. We have a hymn that tells 
the story of such a city. It is a great mission- 
ary hymn, written by Dr. Frank Mason North 
and called from its first line, ‘‘Where Cross the 
Crowded Ways of Life.”’ 

When the Methodist Hymnal of 1905 was be- 
ing prepared, there was found to be a great 
lack of good missionary hymns. Professor 
Winchester, of Wesleyan University, who was 
helping in the work, suggested to his friend Dr. 
Frank Mason North that he write a missionary 
hymn for the book. Dr. North had written a 
number of poems, but he said that he did not 
feel capable of writing a hymn worthy a place 
in the new hymnal. Professor Winchester was 
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insistent, however, and finally won a promise 
that Dr. North would try. 

A short time before, Dr. North had preached 
a sermon from the text, ‘‘Go ye therefore unto 
the partings of the highway,’’ in which he had 
emphasized the challenge made by the throng- 
ing crowds of a city street such as he had seen 
many times in New York and the great cities 
of Kurope. This was still in his mind and gave 
him the idea for his hymn. Let us open our 
hymn-books to Dr. North’s hymn and read the 
first verse together. 

We do not need a picture to illustrate this 
verse, for we have seen so frequently what it de- 
scribes, a crowded city street. We have heard 
the various sounds of the different tongues 
spoken on its corners and seen the hurry- 
ing to and fro of throngs of people seeking their 
own selfish ends. There is something, however, 
that our author wants us to remember. He 
tells us that Christ is also on the city streets. 
Let us read the next two verses of the hymn. 

(Show picture: ‘Christ in the Home of the 
Peasant,’’ L’Hermitte.) 

Christ often visited the homes of wretched- 
ness and need. His sympathy was always with 
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the poor and the sick. He could never pass 
them by without giving the help that was most 
needed. He has left for us the task of bringing 
to those in our midst who do not know Him, 
the story of His love. 

Let us read the last two verses. 

(Show picture: ‘‘Christ Healing the Sick,’’ 
Hofmann.) 

The fourth verse recalls the story of Jesus 
coming down from the mountain of transfigura- 
tion and stopping by the way to heal a young 
man. It continues in the form of a prayer ask- 
ing that He will come again to the city streets 
and that He may remain until all men shall 
know His love and learn to follow Him. 

(Read the hymn through again together. Fix 
an mind the central thought of each verse, then 
sing the hymn several times.)

Where cross the crowded ways of life, 

Where sound the cries of race and clan, 
Above the noise of selfish strife, 

We hear Thy voice, O Son of Man.

What was the name of the hymn that we 
learned last Sunday? To what great group of 
hymns does it belong? (Missionary) How 
did the author, Dr. Frank Mason North, come 
to write it? What gave him the idea for the 
first line? (Drill on principal points of hymn 
and sing through several times.) 

New Work: Scripture, Micah 6 (6-8), 
‘¢Wherewith shall I come before the Lord?’’ 

There are no braver men to be found either 
in our histories or story-books than the prophets 
of the Old Testament. Great men they were, 
brave, loyal, and extremely patriotic; yet we 


do not hear them mentioned nearly so often 
223 
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as we do Moses, Abraham, Joseph, or David. 

(Show picture: Section of Frieze of the 
Prophets, showing Micah, Haggai, Malacht, and 
Zechariah. Sargent.) 

Here we have a picture of some of the Old 
Testament prophets. The first of these is 
Micah. Micah lived on the western slope of the 
hills of Judah in a small town near Gath of 
Philistia. 

(Point out on map the section of the country 
from which Micah came.) 

The land here was very fertile and produc- 
tive. Micah and most of his friends and neigh- 
bors were farmers. They loved their country 
life and would have been prosperous and happy 
had it not been for the unjust and cruel treat- 
ment of the rulers and of a group of people who 
had become very rich. These people who were 
in power were overtaxing the country people, 
even taking away their farms and their houses 
to increase their own wealth. Yet they, too, be- 
longed to Jehovah’s chosen race. But they had 
so far forgotten the kind of a God that He was 
as to think that they could still remain His true 
children by bringing Him offerings and sacri- 
fices. This they did faithfully. 

Micah grew indignant at the wrongs of his 
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neighbors and was outspoken and fearless in 
his criticism and condemnation. His words are 
recorded in the book bearing his name. He 
tells his people that Jehovah, their God, is a 
God who stands for justice and kindness, a 
God who does not desire nor demand offerings 
and sacrifices. 

Near the close of his book is a passage which 
sums up his teaching about Jehovah. Let us 
read it together. Micah 6 (6-8). 

It is in the form of a question and answer. 
The question is, What shall I bring to God or 
what does He want me to do to serve Him? 
It goes on to name certain things in the way 
of offerings which we to-day know that He does 
not want, but which these early Hebrews _be- 
lieved that He required. Then comes the an- 
swer of the prophet which shows the real na- 
ture of Jehovah. Let us read it again, Verse 8. 

(Read through several tumes and repeat the 
last verse without books.) 

Memory VERSION: 

Wherewith shall I come before the Lord, and 
bow myself before the high God? Shall I come 
before him with burnt-offerings, with calves a 
year old? Will the Lord be pleased with thou- 
sands of rams, or with ten thousands of rivers 
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of oil? Shall I give my first-born for my trans- 
gression, the fruit of my body for the sin of 
my soul? 

He hath showed thee, O man, what is good: 
and what does the Lord require of thee but to 
do justly and to love kindness and to walk hum- 
bly with thy God?

New Work: Hymn, ‘‘Jesus Shall Reign, 
Where’er the Sun.’’ Verses 1, 2, 3, and 5. 

In the days of Puritanism in England, many 
of the people believed that it was wrong to sing 
anything but psalms in their churches. Inas- 
much as these were not in rhyme, they could not 


be sung to their familiar tunes. So at first they 
230 
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were simply chanted or repeated. After a time 

it became the custom to make them over into 

rhyme and for people to sing them to the old 

tunes. These were the kind of hymns that the 

pilgrim fathers brought with them to America, 

and Longfellow tells us in ‘‘The Courtship of 

Miles Standish’’ that when John Alden went 

on his errand to Priscilla, he 

‘‘Heard, as he drew near the door, the musical 
voice of Priscilla 

Singing the hundredth Psalm, the grand old 
Puritan anthem, 

Music that Luther sang to the sacred words 
of the Psalmist.’’ 

Still these Puritans thought that it would be 

wrong to change the words of the psalm a great 

deal. So often these were simply twisted about 

and made into very poor poetry. 

It was fifty-four years after the landing of 
the Pilgrims in America that Isaac Watts was 
born in England. His father was a minister. 
It was in his father’s church that he became 
familiar with the singing of psalms. While 
he was still a young man, he protested to his 
father against what he considered the abuse 
of them. ‘‘Why don’t you give us something 
better, young man?’’ his father asked. The

young man accepted the challenge and entered 
upon his career of hymn-writing. He was 
really the first Englishman to write hymns 
which expressed the religious feelings of the 
people in words other than the psalms. For 
this reason he has been called the ‘‘Father of 
English Hymn-Writers.’’ 

He wrote a great many hymns. In some of 
them he has drawn upon the psalms for his 
ideas. One of his best hymns, a great mission- 
ary hymn, and one of the finest in the English 
language, is based upon the 72nd Psalm. The 
name of the hymn is ‘‘Jesus Shall Reign 
Where’er the Sun.’’ Let us open our books to 
this hymn and our Bibles to Psalm 72. We 
will read the first verse of the hymn together. 

The hymn looks forward to the time when 
Christ’s kingdom shall spread over the whole 
world and when Jesus shall reign in every land, 
just as the sun in its journey reaches every 
land and returns again and again to give light 
to the people. The kingdom of Christ shall last 
for ever or, as the hymn says, until moons 
Shall rise and set no more. Let us read the 
same thoughts in the words of the psalmist, 
verses 0 and 8. 
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Let us now read the next two verses of the 
hymn. Let us also read what the psalm says 
about the praises of the nations, and notice 
how the same thoughts are expressed in both 
hymn and psalm. Verses 9, 10, 11, and 15. 

Let us read the last verse of the hymn. 
Again, we find its every thought contained in 
the psalm. Verses 17, 18, and 19. 

(Read again the verses of the hymn, get the 
principal thought of each verse in mind, and 
sing several times.)

Where’er the Sun.’’ 

What was the name of the great missionary 
hymn that we studied last week? Who wrote 
it? Upon what psalm was it based? What 
was the Puritan custom in regard to the sing- 
ing of hymns? What started Isaac Watts upon 
his career of hymn-writing? What was the 
difference between his hymns and those previ- 
ously sung? (Read the hymn through together. 
Call attention to the principal thoughts, and 
sing over several times.) 

New Work: Scripture, Mark 10 (42-45), 
‘‘Not to be ministered unto, but to minister.’’ 

One day toward the end of Jesus’ life on earth 


He was traveling up to Jerusalem with His dis- 
237 
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ciples. He knew that the time was near when 
He should leave them. So He began to tell 
them all the things that would happen. He 
told them of His betrayal in Jerusalem, of His 
death on the cross, and of His resurrection. 

James and John, with their minds upon the 
final triumph of Jesus rather than the suffering, 
asked that they might have a share in His glory. 
One desired to sit at His right hand and one 
at His left. The rest of the disciples were in- 
dignant at the selfishness of James and John for 
wanting for themselves the highest places in 
Christ’s kingdom. They wondered where their 
places would be, for they, too, were thinking 
of themselves and of glory and power. 

Jesus, however, did not rebuke James and 
John for their forwardness, but explained to 
them that to share with Him meant suffering 
and that the high places in His kingdom would 
go to the worthy. They would be the gift of 
the Father Himself. 

Jesus thought that the time had come to teach 
His disciples what the true nature of His king- 
dom was and how they could become members 
in it, for Christ’s kingdom was a different sort 
than the kingdom the Jews had expected. So 
He called them closer to Him and tried to make 
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it plain to them that only through service could 
they come into His kingdom. Let us read to- 
gether Christ’s own words to His disciples in 
Mark 10 (42-45). 

First, Jesus calls attention to earthly rulers, 
how the great ones were those who were in 
authority. But He said that it would not be so 
with them; the great ones among them would be 
the ones who served or ministered. It would 
be the one who served best and who was willing 
to sacrifice himself that would occupy the high- 
est place. 

He called their attention to His own ministry. 
He had come not to be ministered unto, but to 
minister. His purpose was to serve others, 
and He would give even His life in the service of 
mankind. 

(Read passage several times. Question chil- 
dren regarding their understanding of it, and 
repeat without books if possible.) 

Memory VERSION: 

And Jesus called them to him, and saith unto 
them, Ye know that they who are accounted to 
rule over the Gentiles lord it over them; and 
their great ones exercise authority over them. 
But it is not so among you: but whosoever 
would become great among you, shall be your 
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minister; and whosoever would be first among 
you, shall be servant of all. For the Son of man 
also came not to be ministered unto, but to min- 
ister, and to give his life a ransom for many.

Who spoke the words that we learned last

What had happened that caused Jesus to ex- 
plain to the disciples the meaning of His king- 
dom? Who will be greatest in Christ’s king- 
dom? (Read the passage through several 
times, and repeat without books.) 

New Work: Hymn, ‘‘All Glory, Laud, and 
Honor.’’ 

(Show picture: ‘“‘Christ’s Entry ito Je- 
rwsalem,’’ Plockhorst.) 

One of the stories of Jesus that we like to 
hear and tell at this time of the year is that 


which the picture portrays. (Ask one of the 
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children to tell the story that the picture tells.) 
Now let us open our Bibles to Mark 11 (1-11) 
and read the story as Mark tells it. 

Did you ever stop to think that it is nearly 
two thousand years now that people have been 
reading and telling the stories of Jesus. It is 
hard to imagine anything that happened so 
long ago, because we know so little about the 
people who lived in the first few centuries after 
Jesus was here that they seem hardly real. 
And yet some of the greatest heroes of our 
faith lived many years ago. Those were hard 
times in which to live, and to be true to the faith 
often called forth real heroism. 

One of the stories that has come down to us 
is that of Theodulf, Bishop of Orleans, who in 
the year 820 was cast into prison because some 
enemy had said that he was disloyal to the king. 
This was King Louis, one of the sons of Char- 
lemagne, a man who had none of the finer 
qualities of his great father. The accusation 
against Theodulf was false, but he was given no 
opportunity to prove his innocence. He was 
very patient during his imprisonment and spent 
his time reading and thinking upon the stories 
of Jesus. While he was in prison, he wrote a 
hymn based upon the story that we have just

read, the triumphal entry of Jesus into Je- 
rusalem. A story which has come down through 
the ages says that Theodulf taught his hymn 
to a group within the prison. One day they 
were Singing it in chorus when the king passed 
by. Louis was so impressed by the beauty of 
the hymn that he made inquiries concerning it. 
So it came about that Theodulf was released 
from prison by the king’s order, all on account 
of this hymn. 

The name of the hymn is ‘‘ All Glory, Laud, 
and Honor.’’ It was written in Latin and was 
translated into English by Mr. John Mason 
Neale, who has translated so many of the old 
Latin and Greek hymns. Let us open our books 
and read the hymn together. 

The author of the hymn desires that we give 
glory and praise and honor to Jesus, our Re- 
deemer and King, just as the children of the 
Hebrews on that first Palm Sunday did Him 
honor and sang His praises. Our author says 
that as He accepted their prayers and praise; 
so will He accept ours to-day. 

(Read the hymn through again, and sing sev- 
eral times.)

All glory, laud, and honor 
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To Thee, Redeemer, King, 
To whom the lips of children 
Made sweet hosannas ring!

What Bible story 
does the hymn tell? (Read the hymn through 
and sing several times.) 

New Work: Scripture, John 11 (25-26), ‘‘I 
am the resurrection and the life.’’ 

(Show picture: ‘‘Jesus mthe Home of Mary 
and Martha,’’ Hofmann.) 

Here we have the picture of a happy home. 


It is that of Mary and Martha and their younger 
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brother, Lazarus. This home was in Bethany, 
a little town quite near io Jerusalem. (Point 
out Bethany and Jerusalem on the map.) 

These people were friends of Jesus. He was 
always welcome in this home, and whenever his 
preaching and teaching brought Him near to 
Bethany, it was His custom to visit His friends 
there, as the picture shows. There came a day, 
however, when the home was not happy. In 
fact, it was very, very sad, for the young Laz- 
arus was dangerously ill, and Jesus was not 
there. The Jews in that section of the country 
had not been friendly to Jesus and would not 
receive His teaching. So a return to Bethany 
would probably mean death. He had crossed 
over the Jordan into Perea. (Trace journey 
on the map.) Here He was received kindly, 
and many believed His teaching. It was while 
Jesus was in Perea that Lazarus became ill. 
The first thought of the sisters was that if Jesus 
were only with them, He would cure Lazarus. 
So they sent to Him this message, ‘‘Lord, be- 
hold, he whom Thou lovest is sick.’’ 

Jesus knew immediately that Lazarus would 
die, but that death would not last, for He Him- 
self would raise him from the dead. He saw 
God’s opportunity to prove to the world that 
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He was the Son of God. In this circum- 
stance would both the Father and the Son be 
glorified. He started the preparations for His 
journey. His disciples did not want Him to go. 
They were afraid that the Jews would kill Him; 
but Jesus was never afraid and always went to 
those who needed Him. It was some few days 
later that Jesus arrived in Bethany. In the 
meantime, Lazarus had died, and there was 
mourning in the home. Then came the mes- 
sage, ‘‘ Jesus is coming,’’ and Martha hastened 
out to meet Him. The sisters had been watch- 
ing and waiting for Him to come, even though 
they believed that He had come too late, for 
while they were confident that if Jesus had been 
there He could have prevented their brother 
from dying, they did not think of the possibility 
of His restoring him to life. Martha’s first 
words to Jesus were, ‘‘ Lord, if Thou hadst been 
here, my brother had not died. And even now I 
know that whatsoever Thou shalt ask of God, 
God will give Thee.’’ Jesus said to her, 
‘“‘Thy brother shall rise again.’’ Martha 
thought that He meant in the last day when all 
should rise from the dead and said to Jesus, ‘‘I 
know that he shall rise again in the resurrection 
at the last day.’’ Then Jesus said to her, ‘‘I 
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am the resurrection, and the life; he that believ- 
eth on me, though he die, yet shall he live, and 
whosoever liveth and believeth on me shall 
never die.”’ 

These last words are the words that we are 
going to learn to-day. Let us open our Bibles 
to John’s gospel, which is the only one that tells 
the story of the raising of Lazarus, chapter II, 
verses 25 and 26. Let us read them together. 

Martha had been in deep grief. She believed 
that she would see her brother again, but it 
might not be for a long time. Jesus draws her 
attention from her grief and her own thoughts 
to Himself, and shows her that it is not the 
resurrection of the last day to which He re- 
fers. Jesus Himself is the resurrection and 
the life, and He explains it more fully in the 
words that follow, ‘‘He that believeth in me, 
even if he shall have died physically shall live 
eternally. And every one that liveth phiys- 
ically and believeth in me shall never die eter- 
nally.’’ 

Jesus asked Martha, ‘‘Believest thou this?’’ 
She assured Him that she believed the words 
that He spoke, and went back to the house and 
called her sister Mary and told her to greet 
Jesus, who had come. Shortly after, Jesus re- 
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stored Lazarus to life, and there was happiness 
again in the home at Bethany. 

(Read the verses over several times, and re- 
peat without books.)

Memory Work: 

Review: Scripture, John 11 (25-26), “I am 
the resurrection and the life.’’ 

To whom did Jesus speak the words that we 
have just read? Why had Jesus come to the 
home in Bethany? What dangers attended His 
visit there? What was the result of His visit? 
(The resurrection of Lazarus.) (Read verses 
again, and repeat without books.) 

New Work: Hymn, ‘‘Come, Thou Almighty 
King.’’ Verses 1, 2 and 3. 

What is our national anthem? (‘‘The Star- 
Spangled Banner.’’) Do you know the names 
of the national anthems of any other countries? 
The ‘‘Marseillaise,’’ of France, and ‘‘God Save 
our Gracious King,’’ of England. We ought 
to be particularly interested in England’s na- 


tional anthem, because England was the mother 
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country and also because we have taken over 
the tune for our own hymn, ‘‘My Country, ’T is 
of Thee.’’ The English hymn was first pub- 
lished about the year 1743, and in a short time 
became very popular. Every one in England 
was singing it. It usually happens that when- 
ever a song grows to be very popular, many 
others are written based upon it and in imita- 
tion of it. This is how the hymn that we are 
going to learn to-day, ‘‘Come, Thou Almighty 
King,’’ came to be written. It came out shortly 
after the national hymn and is in imitation of 
it, but the name of the author never has been 
known. Some people think that it was written 
by Charles Wesley, and it is credited to him 
in our hymn-book, but we really cannot be sure. 
It soon became known in America and is now to 
be found in nearly all our hymn-books. 

An interesting story is told about it in con- 
nection with our own Revolutionary War. ‘‘A 
congregation of patriotic colonists were wor- 
shiping in their church on Long Island when 
the service was interrupted by the arrival of 
a company of Hessian troops. The captain 
stalked up the aisle and commanded the people 
to sing ‘‘God Save the King.’’ The organist 
started the tune that we call ‘‘America’’; but 
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the people, true to the cause of the American 
colonies and to their God, sang this hymn: 
“‘Come, Thou Almighty King, 
Help us Thy name to sing.’’ 

And the soldiers withdrew without enforcing 
their demands.’’ ! 

Let us open our books and read the first three 
verses of the hymn, for these are the ones that 
we shall learn. 

The hymn addresses God, first, as a mighty 
King who is to reign over us. Then as ‘‘Father 
All-Glorious,’’ ‘‘ Ancient of Days,’’ ‘‘Incarnate 
Word,’’ ‘‘Spirit of Holiness,’’? ‘‘Holy Com- 
forter,’’ and ‘‘Spirit of Power.’’ Some of 
these titles we may not understand by them- 
selves, but they are just different ways of ex- 
pressing God’s greatness and power. We can 
understand the terms ‘‘King,’’ ‘‘Father,’’ and 
‘‘Comforter,’’ and these are all that we need to 
make us understand and love the hymn. God is 
a King, mighty and powerful, who will lead us 
and protect us. He is a Father, loving and 
kind, who will hear us when we pray. He is 
a Comforter, who will come into our hearts

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and be with us when we need help and comfort. 
(Read again the three verses of the hymn. 
Ask the children if they would not like to sing tt 
to the tune of America, as the colonists sang tt 
that day for the Hessian soldiers, and try 1%: 
once to that tune. Then sing it several times, 
using the familiar tune to which tt is usually 
sung.)

What was the name of the hymn that we 
learned last Sunday? From what country did 
itcome?

‘Tell the story of 
the hymn and the Hessian soldiers. (Read it 
through together. Call attention to the under- 
lying meaning, and sing several times.) 

New Work: Scripture, Revelation 3 (20- 
21), ‘‘Behold, I stand at the door and knock.”’ 

At the very end of our Bibles is a book called 
Revelation. It was written by a man named 
John, who tells us near the beginning of his 
book that while he was on the island of Patmos, 


God made known to him in a vision certain 
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truths concerning Jesus, and that he was to 
write these things to the seven churches in 
Asia. That is what Revelation means, the mak- 
ing known of God’s truth to men. 

Some of those churches in Asia Minor had 
been founded by Paul, the others by his dis- 
ciples or followers. The cities where these 
churches were located had grown to be centers 
of wealth, commerce, and learning. Their peo- 
ple had been drawn away from religious things 
by the luxury and pleasure that surrounded 
them. John’s message was a call to repentance 
and to the interest in the church that had been 
theirs in the beginning. It reminds us of Micah 
denouncing the wickedness of ancient Israel. 

The words that John spoke, he says, were 
given to him by Christ Himself, whom he saw 
in his vision. Some of the churches are ac- 
cused of particular sins from which they are 
warned to turn away. To Laodicea, the last 
church addressed, the warning is especially se- 
vere. The members of this church have lost 
their enthusiasm for the cause of Christ. Their 
riches have made them self-satisfied. They do 
not think that they need Christ and the church 
any longer. They are selfish, and so more than 
all the others do they need to repent. Christ 
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reproves them as a church, and, because of His 
great love for them, calls them to do a greater 
work for Him than they have ever done before. 

Then follows a call to each individual to open 
the door of his heart and let Christ in. It is 
this passage that we are going to learn to-day; 
so let us open our Bibles to Revelation 3 (20- 
21) and read it together. 

(Show picture: ‘‘The Inght of the World,’’ 
Holman Hunt.) 

This picture is called ‘‘The Light of the 
World.’’ It was painted by Holman Hunt, a 
British artist, and hangs in Keble College, Ox- 
ford. Below it are written the words that we 
have just read. 

It is a beautiful thought—Christ knocking at 
the door of our hearts and wanting to come 
in and be our friend. He says that if we will 
open the door, He will come in and sup with us. 
To eat a meal together was, for the people of 
Jesus’ country, a proof of confidence and af- 
fection. If we take Jesus into our hearts and 
lives and are true to Him always, He will be 
with us now, and later we shall go to be with 
Him, where He is with the Father. 

(Read verses several times, and repeat with- 
out books.) 
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Memory Version: 

Behold, I stand at the door and knock: if any 
man hear my voice and open the door, I will 
come in to him, and sup with him and he with 
me. 

He that overcometh, I will give to him to sit 
down with me in my throne, as I also overcame 
and sat down with my Father in his throne.

(Read the 
verses through several times, and repeat with- 
out books.) 

New Work: Hymn, ‘‘O God, Our Help in 
Ages Past.’’ 

A few weeks ago we learned ‘‘Jesus Shall 
Reign Where’er the Sun,’’ a hymn written by 
Isaac Watts, who, not liking the way the psalms 
were being used for singing, began writing 
hymns of a different kind. For many of his 
hymns, however, he took the ideas of the psalm- 
ists and expressed them in the language of his 


people. This was almost an unheard of thing in 
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his day, for people believed that they must 
use the psalms just as they were written. But 
Isaac Watts was very independent and did what 
he thought was right. 

He probably inherited his independent spirit 
from his father, who got himself into serious 
difficulties for expressing thoughts in his ser- 
mons contrary to the general religious beliefs 
of the people. At one time he had to. go to 
prison for six months because of this. Isaac 
was only a baby at the time, but every day his 
mother took him to visit his father. While he 
played about the steps of the prison, his mother 
sang hymns for the comfort of her husband. 
It may have been from her that Isaac inherited 
his love for music. 

He wrote a great number of hymns, some of 
which are very fine. Perhaps the best known 
of all, and certainly one of the finest, is a hymn 
based on the 90th Psalm. It is called ‘‘O God, 
Our Help in Ages Past.’? We are going to 
learn the first three verses. Let us open our 
books and read these verses together. 

Now let us turn to the 90th Psalm and read 
the first two verses, for upon these two verses 
is based the central thought of our hymn. It 
is God who has been the help of all mankind 
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from the very beginning. It has been because 
of this feeling of security and trust that men 
have dared to stand loyal and true in the face 
of danger. 

(Show picture: ‘‘Daniel’s Answer to the 
King,’’ Riviere.) 

It was because of this that Daniel dared to 
worship God when the king had demanded that 
all men should worship him for thirty days or 
be thrown to the lions. 

(Show picture: ‘‘Christian Martyrs,’’ Gér- 
ome.) 

It was because of this that the early Chris- 
tians suffered persecution rather than give up 
their faith. 

(Show picture: ‘‘Landing of the Pulgrims,”’ 
Rothermel.) 

It was because of this that the pilgrim fathers 
braved the dangers of an unknown sea and un- 
known country in order to worship God in ac- 
cordance with their understanding of what was 
right. 

God has never failed to help His people in 
the past, and so we may hope to depend upon 
Him in the future. 

(Read verses again and sing several times, 
repeating the first verse without books.) 
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Memory VERSION: 
O God, our help in ages past, 
Our hope for years to come, 
Our shelter from the stormy blast, 
And our eternal home!

Who wrote the hymn that we learned last 
Sunday? What was the name of the hymn? 
Where did Isaac Watts get the idea for his 
hymn? ‘Tell me some instances where God has 
helped men in times past. (Read the verses 
of the hymn together and sing several times.) 

New Work: Scripture, Psalm 119 (9-16), 
‘‘Wherewith shall a young man cleanse his 
way?”’ 

The Hebrew people had some very ancient 
laws which they held in great reverence. We 
have page after page of laws recorded in our 
Bible in the books of Exodus, Leviticus, Num- 
bers, and Deuteronomy. These laws covered 


a long space of time in Israel’s history. They 
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were formulated as the need arose, and many 
of them belong to a late period. Some, how- 
ever, went back to the days of the wanderings 
in the wilderness when Moses was their leader. 

(Show picture: ‘‘Moses,’’ Michelangelo.) 

Moses was always remembered by the He- 
brews as the great lawgiver. We see him in 
the picture holding the tablets of stone. What 
was inscribed upon these tablets? Tell me the 
story of the ten commandments as we read it 
in our Bibles. - 

The Hebrews believed that these words were 
spoken directly to Moses by Jehovah. They 
were indeed God’s word, and as such they were 
held very sacred. The Hebrew people felt that 
only by studying and obeying God’s laws could 
they become His true children. 

We have a psalm in our Bibles which has as 
its theme the keeping of the law, not for the 
sake of the law itself, but as something divine, 
which will show people the right way to live. 
Let us open our Bibles to the 119th Psalm. 
How many verses are there? It is the longest 
of all the psalms and is arranged in stanzas 
like any other hymn. There are twenty-two 
stanzas, one for each letter of the Hebrew 
alphabet. The name of the letter is written 
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above each stanza. If our Psalms were in He- 
brew, we should see that every line in each 
stanza began with the same letter—the letter 
that is printed above it. This psalm is some- 
times called ‘‘The Alphabet of Divine Love.’’ 
We will learn the second stanza, or verses 
9-16. Let us read this portion of the psalm to- 
gether. 

The psalmist begins this stanza with a ques- 
tion. (Ask the girls to read the question.) 
What is his answer to the question? (Ask the 
boys to read the answer.) 

The psalmist tells us how much God’s word 
has meant to him. He has treasured it in his 
heart, and it has kept him from sin. He has 
found more joy in it than in riches and asks 
that God may keep him from wandering from 
His commandments. 

He makes three vows for the future con- 
cerning God’s word. These are in the last two 
verses. Let us read them. 

I will meditate on thy precepts. 

I will delight myself in thy statutes. 

I will not forget thy word. 

(Be sure that the children have a clear under- 
standing of the words ‘‘meditate,”’ ““precepts,”’ 
““ordinances,’’ and ‘‘statutes.’’ Read over 
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several times, and repeat without books if pos- 
sible.)

(Read over the passage, emphasizing its out- 
standing points and repeat several times.) 

_ New Work: Hymn, ‘‘O Master-Workman of 
the Race.’’ 

Do you know what a master-workman is? It 
would not be hard to guess, as we know the 
meaning of each separate word. Our diction- 


ary tells us that it is a person who is chief in

his particular line of work. Some one who, be- 
cause of his ability and worthiness, has reached 
the highest point of success and has a place of 
authority over his fellow-workers. 

We have a hymn in our hymn-books which 
speaks of Jesus as the Master-workman of the 
race. Let us open our books and read the first 
verse together. 

Jesus began early to train Himself to do His 
Father’s work. The first verse quotes some- 
thing that He said when He was not much older 
than you boys and girls. 

(Show picture: ‘‘Christ and the Doctors,’’ 
Hofmann.) 

Tell me the story of the picture. Jesus was 
surprised that His parents should not have 
known where He was. He was quite naturally 
in His Father’s house. We all know the reply 
that He made to His mother’s question. It is 
in the form of another question. Let us read 
it again as the hymn expresses it. 

‘‘Did ye not know it is my work, 
My Father’s work to do?”’ 

Let us read the next verse together. Why 
does the hymn speak of Jesus as the Carpenter 
of Nazareth? 
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(Show picture: ‘‘Childhood of Christ,’’ Hof- 
mann.) 

During the boyhood days of Jesus, while He 
was still too young to fulfil the mission for 
which God sent Him into the world, some of 
His time was spent in helping Joseph in His 
trade as carpenter at Nazareth. 

But, as the hymn says, Christ builds for more 
valuable things than houses. He builds human 
lives and characters, if people are willing to let 
Him shape them according to His design. 

Let us read the last verse.

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The greatest sermons ever preached were 
preached by Jesus, and perhaps the greatest of 
all of these is the one that we have come to call 
‘‘The Sermon on the Mount.’’ 

That is what our picture is called. It shows 
Jesus seated on the mountain-side with His dis- 
ciples around Him. It was not long after He 
had called these disciples to be His followers, 
while he was walking by the Sea of Galilee. 
Jesus is still in Galilee when He preaches this 
sermon. He had spent several months there 
teaching in the synagogues, preaching the gos- 
pel, and curing the sick. On this day also He 
had been engaged in His ministry of healing. 
His fame had already spread abroad, and peo- 
ple had come to Him from every corner of 
Palestine, even from beyond the Jordan. See- 
ing the great crowd of people, He felt that they 
needed, even more than to be made well, the 
knowledge of how to be happy through right 
living. He saw, also, His new disciples among 
the group, and felt that they too needed in- 
struction in the work that they were about to 
do. So He left the level plain and went up on 
the mountain-side and sat down. It was the 
custom of all Jewish teachers to sit while they 
taught. The disciples, seeing that He was 
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about to speak, seated themselves near Him, 
eager to hear what He might say. 

Jesus had been well taught in the Old Testa- 
ment scriptures and He now upheld the teach- 
ing of the Ten Commandments. But there is 
a new spirit and new motive in Jesus’ teaching 
of the old truths. It is that all that we do must 
be done through love, love to God and love to 
men. We are not to keep the law simply for 
the sake of the law, but because we love the 
Father and all men for His sake. 

We are going to learn a portion of the Ser- 
mon on the Mount this morning. Let us open 
our Bibles to Matthew 5 (43-48) and read this 
section together. 

Jesus deals here with the second part of the 
Jewish law, which is made up of two great 
ideas, love to God and love to man. We re- 
member the first, which we learned as part of 
the Shema, or Hebrew creed: Thou shalt love 
Jehovah thy God with all thy heart and with all 
thy soul and with all thy might.’’ The sec- 
ond part is ‘‘Thou shalt love thy neighbor as 
thyself.’’ These were quoted by Jesus as the 
two great commandments of the law. The Jews 
of Jesus’ day thought that this last command- 
ment meant that if they loved the people that 
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were kind and neighborly, they might hate their 
enemies or those that had done them wrong 
and still be keeping God’s law. But Jesus said 
that in order to be God’s children they must 
love their enemies and pray for those that used 
them ill. For that was just what the Father 
did. He loved all men alike. 

Loving and praying for those who have 
harmed us is not an easy thing to do; but we 
know that Jesus did it, for even on the cross 
He prayed, ‘‘Father forgive them.’’ It is 
this high ideal of life, so hard to reach, that 
makes Christ’s teaching different from that of 
all other teachers and gives to Christianity to- 
day its great power. So Christ said to His dis- 
ciples that day on the mountain, ‘‘Ye therefore 
shall be perfect, as your Heavenly Father is 
perfect.”’ 

(Read passage over several times, and repeat 
last verse without books.) 

Memory VERSION: 

Ye have heard that it was said, Thou shalt 
love thy neighbor and hate thine enemy: but 
I say unto you, love your enemies, and pray for 
them that persecute you; that ye may be sons 
of your Father who is in heaven: for he maketh 
his sun to rise on the evil and the good, and 
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sendeth rain on the just and on the unjust. For 
if ye love them that love you, what reward have 
ye? Do not even the publicans the same? And 
if ye salute your brethren only, what do ye 
more than others? Do not even the Gentiles 
the same? Ye therefore shall be perfect, as 
your Heavenly Father is perfect.

Last Sunday we studied a portion of one of 
Jesus’ sermons. What do we call the sermon 
from which the passage was taken? Why the 
‘Sermon on the Mount?’’ In what section of 
Palestine was this mountain located? Who was 
with Jesus on the mountain? Upon what scrip- 
ture did He base His teaching? What did 
Jesus add to the Old Testament teaching? 
(Read passage through together, fix m mind 
principal points, and repeat several times, say- 
ing the last verse without looking at books.) 

New Work: Hymn, ‘‘This is my Father’s 
World.’’ 


I wonder if most of us would not choose June 
311 
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as the favorite month of the year. At least, it 
has seemed to be the favorite of one of the poets 
who has sung of its rare and perfect days. We 
will all agree that it is the best time to study the 
beauties of God’s creation, for as yet the scorch- 
ing summer sun has not dried and withered the 
beauty of the grass and flowers. 

Our Bible tells us in the very beginning that 
God, our Father, created the heavens and the 
earth and all the things that make them beauti- 
ful, the sky, the trees, the birds, and the 
flowers. Men have always sung God’s praise as 
the creator of nature’s beautiful things. The 
Hebrew psalmists, whose hymns we have been 
learning, constantly kept before the minds of 
their people the fact that they were living in 
God’s world and that it was to Him that they 
owed their gratitude. They declared it in 
words like these: 


The heavens declare the glory of God; 
And the firmament showeth his handiwork. 


Praise ye the Lord from the heavens; 
Praise him in the heights. 


Praise ye him, sun and moon; 
Praise him, all ye stars of light. 
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Praise Him, ye heaven of heavens 

And ye waters that are above the heavens. 

The psalmist goes on to say that all the 
mountains and hills, the trees, the beasts, and 
the birds shall sing praise to their Creator. 

Our feelings to-day are no less responsive to 
the beauties around us than were those of the 
ancient psalmist. Our poets still sing of the 
glories of the Father’s world. We have in our 
hymn-books a hymn written in recent years by 
Maltbie D. Babcock, called ‘‘This is My Fa- 
ther’s World.’’? Let us open our hymn-books 
and read it together. 

As we read the words of the hymn, we can 
well imagine ourselves walking in the country, 
listening to the sounds of a June day. These 
sounds suggest music to the writer of our hymn 
—the rustling of the leaves in the breeze, the 
rippling of the water in brooks and rivulets, 
the fluttering of wings and humming of insects, 
and the song of the birds in the tree-tops. All 
nature seems to sing, and to praise God in its 
song. 

A true worshiper of God can see Him in all 
the fair things that He has made, and one can 
feel that even though there is much of wrong in 
the world, all will be well, for God is still in the 
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world that He has created and is still its ruler. 
(Read hymn through again. Fix in mind the 
chief points of each verse and sing several 
times.) 
Memory VERSION: 
This is my Father’s world; 
And to my listening ears, 
All nature sings, and round me rings 
The music of the spheres. 
This is my Father’s world; 
I rest me in the thought 
Of rocks and trees, of skies and seas—

(The Hebrew 
psalmists.) What are some of the things, men- 
tioned in our hymn, which God has made? 
(Read the hymn through together, get the 
central thought of each verse in mind and sing 
several times.) 

New Work: Matthew 6 (25-30), ‘‘Consider 
the lilies of the field, how they grow.’’ 

We have repeated this morning the words 
which we studied a week or so ago from Jesus’ 
Sermon on the Mount. To-day we are going to 


learn something more from this same sermon. 
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Let us open our Bibles to it and read the por- 
tion in Matthew 6 (25-30). 

Jesus drew a great many lessons from nature. 
He must have loved the birds, the trees and 
flowers, for He referred so frequently to them 
in His teaching. This day on the mountain- 
side as He saw the multitude of people around 
Him, many of whom were very poor and per- 
haps worried and anxious as to how they 
would provide for their families, He said to 
them, ‘‘Be not anxious.’’ Then He called at- 
tention to the birds flying about them. The 
Heavenly Father, He said, provided for them. 
Would He, therefore, not do it for His children? 
Neither should they be anxious about clothing. 
And He called attention to the flowers about 
them in their brilliant colors. 

(Show picture: ‘‘Consider the Inlies of the 
Field,’’ Taylor.) 

Perhaps Jesus saw in the distance a field of 
lilies like these, or a cluster was growing near 
where He was sitting. The lilies of Palestine 
are not white, like the lilies which we see at 
Kaster-time. Many are blue and purple, and 
some are red, like these in the picture. Jesus 
reminded His hearers that God the Father 
clothed the lilies of the field in beauty that had 
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never been equaled even by their own great 
King Solomon, who was the richest and most 
glorious king in all Israel’s history. Again 
Jesus reminded them that if God had so clothed 
the flowers and the grass around them, would 
He not be even more likely to clothe His 
children, for they were more precious to Him 
than the birds or the flowers or the grass of the 
field, which is so soon withered and cast into 
the oven. The dry grass is still used in Pales- 
tine to make fires with which to bake bread, 
just as it was in Jesus’ time. 

Jesus did not mean that people were to be 
idle, and that everything would be provided 
for them without any effort on their part. 
Even the birds have to go to find the food 
which God provides. He meant that people 
must work hard, but not be anxious for the 
future. They must trust God for that. 

We can divide the passage into two parts 
in order that we may remember it more 
easily. 

Part I: The lesson from the birds. Verses 
25-27. 

Part II: The lesson from the flowers. 
Verses 28-30. 

Read the passage through, first one part, then 
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the other, getting the underlying meaning in 
each. Then read the whole passage several 
times.) 

Memory VERSION: 

Therefore I say unto you, be not anxious for 
your life, what ye shall eat, or what ye shall 
drink; nor yet for your body, what ye shall 
put on. Is not the life more than the food, 
and the body than the raiment? Behold the 
birds of the heaven, that they sow not, neither 
do they reap, nor gather into barns; and your 
Heavenly Father feedeth them. Are not ye 
of much more value than they? And which of 
you by being anxious can add one cubit unto 
the measure of his life? 

And why are ye anxious concerning raiment? 
Consider the lilies of the field, how they grow; 
they toil not, neither do they spin; yet I say 
unto you that even Solomon in all his glory was 
not arrayed like one of these. But if God doth 
so clothe the grass of the field, which to-day 
is, and to-morrow is cast into the oven, shall 
he not much more clothe you, O ye of little 
faith?

The name of Longfellow is familiar to every 
American boy and girl because of the great 
poet who bore it. Some of his poems you have 


learned in sehool. At Christmas-time we alse 
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learned here in our Church School a hymn that 
was written by Henry W. Longfellow, ‘‘I Heard. 
the Bells on Christmas Day.’’ At that time, 
we said that, unlike Whittier, who wrote many 
hymns, Longfellow wrote only a very few. 
But Henry had a brother Samuel, who was a 
hymn-writer and whose hymns we find scattered 
throughout our hymn-books. 

It was in the same year, 1864, in which Henry 
wrote the Christmas hymn that Samuel wrote 
a hymn of praise and thanksgiving to the God 
of nature, which is called in our hymn-books, 
“‘God of the Earth, the Sky, the Sea.’’ As it 
is so appropriate to this season of the year, 
and so in keeping with our thoughts for the 
month, we are going to learn it this morning. 
Let us open our hymn-books and read it to- 
gether. 

Again we find expressed, in different words, 
the same thought that was in our hymn, ‘‘This 
is My Father’s World.’’ It is the thought of 
God as Creator of the world and all that is in it. 
In the words, ‘‘Maker of all, above, below,”’ it 
simply states the fact with which our Bible it- 
self opens, ‘‘In the beginning God created the 
heavens and the earth.’’ 

Let us read this first verse again. 
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In the second verse our writer feels God’s 
love in the glow of the sunshine, His life in the 
fresh, invigorating air, His power and law in 
the lightning’s flash and the winds of the 
storm. Let us read this verse again. 

The third verse speaks of God as being in 
the calm of the evening hour, in the approach- 
ing night with its glory of stars and moon, and 
in the breaking of the dawn, so suddenly and 
wonderfully, almost as if God had spoken again 
the words, ‘‘ Let there be light.’’ In what story 
in our Bible do we find these words quoted by 
our hymn? (In the story of creation.) Let 
us open our Bibles and read again the story 
of how light first came to the world. Genesis 
1 (1-5). Now let us read the third verse of the 
hymn together. 

To this hymn is added, as a refrain, a prayer 
of thanksgiving to the Heavenly Father and 
Creator. Let us read the prayer also. 

(Read the hymn through as a whole. Call 
attention to the principal thoughts in each verse 
and sing several times, repeating chorus softly, 
without books.)

Who wrote the hymn that we learned last 
Sunday? What was its theme? What con- 
nection does this hymn have with the Christ- 
mas hymn, ‘‘I Heard the Bells on Christmas 
Day?’’ (Its author was the brother of the 
poet, Henry W. Longfellow, who wrote the 
Christmas hymn. The two hymns were also 
written in the same year.) What words of the 
hymn were quoted from the Bible story of 
creation? (Read hymn through. Fix in mind 
the thoughts of each verse and sing several 
times, repeating refrain without books.) 

New Work: John 15 (1-10), ‘‘I am the vine; 
ye are the branches.’’ 


During the Easter season, we studied the 
333 
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events of Christ’s last week on earth, from His 
triumphal entry into Jerusalem, when the 
children strewed the palm branches in His path 
and sang ‘‘ Hosanna to the Son of David,’’ until 
His death on the cross the following Friday. 
It was during this last week that one evening 
He was alone with His disciples in an upper 
room of a house in Jerusalem. They had just 
had supper together, and Jesus had told them 
that He was soon to leave them. They were 
feeling sad and troubled, but Jesus had spoken 
words of comfort and hope to them. At last, 
they left the room together and started on their 
way toward the Garden of Gethsemane. Jesus 
wanted them to feel that even though soon 
they would no longer see and hear Him, as they 
were then doing, He would still be very close 
to them. He wished to make it very clear and 
plain that they would still be united with Him 
and have the life and strength that comes from 
Him. 

Once when He wanted to tell them how much 
He loved them, He said, ‘‘I am the Good Shep- 
herd.’’ He knew that they were familiar with 
the life of shepherds and their tenderness and 
devotion to their sheep, and so could under- 
stand by this comparison His feeling for them. 
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So at this time He said to His disciples, ‘‘I am 
the vine; ye are the branches.’’ This was also 
something that they could understand. There 
were grape-vines growing upon every hillside 
in Palestine, and many of the people worked 
in the vineyards, gathering the fruit and mak- 
ing it into wine. The vine had been a favorite 
emblem of the Jews since the Old Testament 
times. It had been the national emblem during 
the time of the Maccabees, and had been en- 
graved upon their coins. There was in Jesus’ 
time a golden vine carved on the temple gates. 
Perhaps there were vineyards in sight as 
Jesus and His disciples traveled along the way 
to Gethsemane. 

Let us open our Bibles to John 15 (1-10) 
and read the passage where Jesus compares 
Himself to the vine. 

Jesus is the perfect vine. His disciples are 
the branches, which get their life and ability to 
bear fruit from the vine. God, the Father, is 
the one who takes care of the vine, or the 
husbandman. The husbandmen in Palestine 
are the owners of the vines. They give them 
their personal care, cutting away the useless 
shoots and dead branches and doing all that 
they can to produce the finest fruit. As Jesus

knew that His disciples could understand the 
care of the husbandman for his vine, He said, 
‘‘My Father is the husbandman.’’ 

Since branches cannot bear fruit unless 
united to the vine, so Jesus told His disciples 
that they must still look to Him for their 
strength and help. With His help, they could 
do the work for which He called them; with- 
out it, they could do nothing. Without Jesus, 
they would be like the withered branches which 
the husbandman cut away from his vine and 
burned. Jesus said that only as they became 
good branches and bore fruit could they be 
His true disciples. 

(Read the passage through again as a whole. 
Question the children to see that they have un- 
derstood the point of the allegory, and repeat 
several times.) 

Memory VERSION: 

I am the true vine, and my Father is the 
husbandman. Every branch in me that beareth 
not fruit, he taketh it away: and every branch 
that beareth fruit, he cleanseth it, that it may 
bear more fruit. Already ye are clean because 
of the word which I have spoken unto yon. 
Abide in me and I in you. As the branch can- 
not bear fruit of itself, except it abide in the 
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vine; so neither can ye, except ye abide in me. 
I am the vine, ye are the branches; He that 
abideth in me, and I in him, the same beareth 
much fruit; for apart from me ye can do noth- 
ing. If aman abide not in me, he is cast forth 
as a branch, and is withered; and they gather 
them, and cast them into the fire, and they are 
burned. If ye abide in me and my words abide 
in you, ask whatsoever ye will and it shall be 
done unto you. Herein is my Father glorified, 
that ye bear much fruit; and so shall ye be my 
disciples. Even as the Father hath loved me, 
I also have loved you. If ye keep my com- 
mandments, ye shall abide in my love; even 
as I have kept my Father’s commandments, 
and abide in his love.
